Final decision up to village board 
Zoners turn down proposal 
for heliport in village 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The Wheeling Zoning Board rejected a 


proposal to allow heliports in the village 
when It recommended that village codes 
be amended to allow only helipads for 
emergency uses. 


After 3V* hours of testimony and dis- 


cussion, the zoning board Tuesday voted 
5-1 in favor of establishing emergency 
helicopter landing sites, Comr. Roman 
Domas voted against the helipads, say- 
ing he did not want any helicopter facil- 
ities in the village. 


"I am really not for a heliport in the 


area," Oomas said. "It may be good for 
other areas, but it's not good for Wheel- 
ing." 


If the village board upholds the zon- 


ing board's recommendations, it will be 
the third time since 1968 that the village 
has defeated Asplundh Tree Expert Co.'s 
attempts to have heliports allowed in 
Wheeling. 


ASPLUNDH WANTS TO operate a 


heliport at Milwaukee and Mayer ave- 
nues so it can do maintenance on its two 
helicopters, which are used to patrol util- 
ity lines in the Midwest. 


The hearing was scheduled after As-

asked that village codes be amended to 
allow heliports. The village is footing the 
bill for the hearing since it involves the 
amendment of village codes. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, an As- 


plundh employe, has said he will not par- 
ticipate in any discussion or decision on 
the heliport matter since it would be a 
conflict of interest. 


Zoning board members voting in favor 


of the helipads said they were convinced 
of the need for helicopter service in case 
of an emergency. Most said they had 
serious reservations about allowing com- 
mercial and private heliports, which 
would include storage, maintenance and 
fueling facilities. 


MORE THAN 55 residents attended the 


hearing, and large numbers protested, 
allowing either commercial or private 
heliports. Most noted increased noise and 
safety factors in objecting to the heli- 
ports. Few, however, objected to allow- 
ing emergency helicopter facilities in the 
village. 


The zoning board had been scheduled 


to hear expert testimony on the pros and 
cons of heliports and helipads. No ex- 
perts, however, were present at the hear- 
ing, since none had been invited by the 
zoning board. 


As a result, the zoning board had no 


information on whether helicopter facil- 
ities would be necessary for a trauma 
center to be established at the proposed 
Wheeling branch of the Franklin Boule- 
vard Community Hospital. The board 
members finally got some information on 
the trauma centers when a resident, Lau- 
rel Anderson, 64 E. Strong St., called Lu- 
theran General Hospital. 


MRS. 
Anderson reported that Lutheran 


General does not maintain a heliport, but 
lands helicopters in the parking lot if 
necessary. She said such landings were 
rarely necessary, according to Lutheran 
General. 


Appeal board provides 
grievance procedures 


Wheeling village employes now have 


the right to appeal any suspension, de- 
motion or firing. 


The village board has approved the 


creation of an employe appeal board that 
will have final authority over such mat- 
ters.The employes have been asking for 
the appeal board for more than three 
years, saying they could easily lose their 
jobs with any change of administration. 


In private, the employes have also said 


their own political activities have been 
restricted by the fact that there was no 
job protection. 


The appeal board will rely on a set of 


employe rules and regulations now being 
reviewed by .the village board. The pro- 
posed rules set forth standards of dress 
and performance, and also include sev- 
eral provisions governing the ethical con- 
duct of employes. 


IF ADOPTED, THE rules would prohi- 


bit employes from having any business 
or financial interest that would affect 
their village duties. Employes would be 
required to disclose any interest in con- 
tracts or business transactions involving 
the village. 


Moreover, the rules would prohibit em- 


ployes from accepting "any valuable gift 
from any person, firm or corporation 
that would tend to influence him in the 
performance of his duties." 


In political matters, employes would 


be prohibited from using their village in-

fluence to benefit any political party. The 
rules also outlaw requiring employes to 
contribute or perform work for any polit- 
ical party "as a condition of continued 
employment." 


"No employe shall participate in politi- 


cal campaigning for any person running 
for the village corporate offices," the 
proposed rules state. "Any employe 
wishing to run for a position of village 
office must take a leave-of-absence." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said these 


provisions are taken from a proposed 
code of ethics which was designed to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the current-village 
scandal resulting from a federal in- 
vestigation of official Wheeling corrup- 
tion. 


The appeal board will rule on any fir- 


ing, suspension or demotion appealed by 
the employe. The board will consist of 
one representative chosen by the village 
board and one chosen by the employe. A 
third will be chosen by the other two ap- 
peal board members from an approved 
list of citizens who have signed up for the 
job. 


IN THE'CASE OF an appeal, the 


board will call hearings and listen to tes- 
timony on the matter. The decision of the 
board will be binding on the village and 
cannot be reversed. 


Village trustees are viewing the appeal 


board as the first step towards providing 
village employes full protection from po- 
litical influence. Trustee Al Lang said 
the village will eventually provide em- 
ployes with Civil Service type protection. 


Employes had asked that the appeal 


board not be created until the rules and 
regulations are approved by the village. 
Lang, however, said he did not want to 
wait and promised board action on the 
rules at the next board meeting. 


The employe appeal board and the 


rules will apply only to regular employes 
and not to department heads, who are 
appointed by the village manager. Police 
and fire department employes are also 
not covered by the ordinance, since they 
are governed by the police and fire com- 
mission. 


Frank Wojek, chairman, dismissed the 


need for further expert testimony on the 
matter. He said that Reynolds had 
brought a helicopter pilot and represen- 
tative of the state division of aeronautics 
to the last heliport hearing. "If we did 
have them again, it would just be re- 
petious." he said. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer expressed 


similar sentiments when he said resi- 
dents had been invited to bring experts 
to the hearing. "Unfortunately, no one 
showed up," he said. 


Several residents said that Wheeling 


did not need heliports since Palwaukee 
Airport is located just south of the vil- 
lage limits,.Reynolds, however, said Pal- 
waukee could not provide him- with 
maintenance 
facilities 
since 
special 


equipment is necessary. He said he had 
talked about the problem several times 
with George Priester, owner of the air- 
port. 


TWO OBJECTORS took exception with 


Reynolds, saying they had contacted 
Priester, who said he had never dis- 
cussed the matter with Reynolds. Priester 
also told the "Herald he had never been 
approached on'the maintenance problem. 


Reynolds presented his case to the zon- 


ing board by saying he was not inter- 
ested in emergency helipads in the vil- 
lage. "I didn't come here to^ask for a 
trauma center or a hosm'tay he said. 


The Asplundh vice president then pro? 


ceeded to take over the hearing, fielding 
questions from the audience that were 
addressed to the board. The hearing then 
shifted from the discussion of heliports to 
the Asplundh proposal for a specific heli- 
port, although this was not the purpose - 
of the hearing. 


When asked for his reaction to the zon- 


ing board's recommendations, Reynolds 
said, "You couldn't print what I want to 
say." He did, however, make his dis- 
pleasure known to the zoning board 
members following the hearing.

Big kids helping little kids — that's the

School, Dist. 21, Wheeling. She's also 
learning, about teaching. 


Wheeling High School students to lend a 
hand to youngsters and learn something 
about teaching in several Dist. 21 ele- 
mentary schools. 


The program was implemented this se- 


mester through the cooperation of Wheel- 
ing High School, Dist. 21 and Omni- 
House: Youth Services Bureau. It is part 
of the counseling agency's effort to pro- 
vide teenagers with opportunities for 
various kinds of community service. 


The WHS students spend an hour daily 


in the schools, tutoring youngsters, su- 
pervising educational games and gener- 
ally assisting teachers wherever they are 
needed. 


For their work in the schools, the stu- 


dents get a half credit toward graduation 
and experience in the Classroom useful in 
making a decision on a career in educa- 
tion. 


Sue Hodes and Joy Cash, both Wheel- 


ing seniors, are among the 21 students 
who enrolled 
in the program last 


January. They have been working at 
Tarkington School in Wheeling. 


THE EXPERIENCE has strengthened 


Miss Hodes' desire to work with children 
professionally, she said. 


"I know now that I want to teach or go 


into some kind of child care," she com- 
mented. "I thought I'd get into this to 
find out now instead of waiting until I got 
to college to find out what I wanted to 
do." 


Similarly, Miss Williard said working 


at 'Tarkington has helped her make up 
her mind on a career in elementary edu- 
cation. 


Besides gaining something from the 


teaching experience themselves, the 
WHS students are helping the Tarkington 
staff to provide better education for the 
children they're working with, according 
to Paul McKown, Tarkington principal. 


"The purpose of this whole thing is 


really two-fold," McKown explained. 
"We want to give these kids some first- 
hand experience in the classroom and 
secondly, they're really here to benefit 
us, too. They've helped us to further indi- 
vidualize our instructional program." 


McKOWN HAD HIGH praise for the 


four WHS students who have worked at 
Tarkington in both the primary and in- 
termediate grades and the learning cen- 
ter. 


"These kids have the kind of depend- 


ability that has made the program work 
out beautifully," he said. "They're ma- 
ture kids that seem to have warmth and 
empathy for the children." 


Part of that empathy may have been 


developed through training sessions con- 
ducted every other Tuesday for partid- 
pants in the program by Joann Ben- 
edetto, Omul-House social worker. 


Mrs. Benedetto, who supervises the 


community service program, conducts 
sessions to help students sharpen some of 
the skills necessary to effectively work 
with children. 


"We work on developing the ability to 


listen, to respond and I try to teach them 
how to identify when a child is acting out 
and alternatives to responding to that 
child," she said. "I also stress the impor- 
tance of providing positive feedback." 


ALTHOUGH Mrs. Benedetto said she 


does not attempt to give the students in- 
struction in actual teaching methods, 
many of the participants in the program 
are anxious for that kind of training and 
it may be offered next year. 


"I'm amazed at the depth of their in- 


quiries," Mrs. Benedetto said of the stu- 
dents. "Especially the recognition they 
have of child development. They're really 
asking for more training and we may 
provide more methods and techniques 
next fall." 


Mrs. Benedetto is hopeful that the pro- 


gram will be substantially expanded for 
the 1974-75 school year. Omni-House has 
applied for a federal grant of $20,000 with 
matching funds for the project. 


Describing the program as providing 


both learning-service experience for stu- 
dents, Mrs. Benedetto said, "There cer- 
tainly seems to be a need for this kind of 
volunteer in the community. Educators 
are becoming, I think, more sensitive to 
identifying problems and thus, there's a 
greater need for all kinds of help. The 
program has so many positive aspects 
that I just want to see it expanded to 
involve many more students." 
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Suburban digest 
Transit district 
to buy United 


An nren wide transit district has disclosed plans to pur- 


chase United Motor Coach Co., a move that may jeopardize 
school bus service in some portions of Maine Township. The 
North Suburban Mass Transit District has sought federal ap- 
proval to buy out the ailing Des Plaines firm, which provides 
school bus transportation for the township's four school dis- 
tricts. Because neither Des Plaines nor Park Ridge belong 
to the district, bus routes serving students in the two commu- 
nities would probably have to be ended If the two cities do not 
join the transit district. Area school and transportation offi- 
cials will meet Saturday to learn the effect of the plan on 
schools. 


O'Hare contamination ends 


An O'Hare Airport loading ramp contaminated Tuesday 


when a radioactive shipment spilled, was cleaned up Wednes- 
day. The radioactive material, iodine 125, was spilled when a 
fork lift truck reportedly smashed two shipping vials of the 
substance, according to Steven Goetsch, radiation safety offi- 
cer of the Arlington Heights office of Amersham Searle Corp. 
The iodine 125, used in medical diagnosis, was en route from 
Arlington Heights to Walter Reed Army Medical Center, 
Washington, D.C., when the accident occurred. Goetsch said 
two TWA employes exposed to the liquid suffered no ill ef- 
fects. 


Dancers, boss fined 


The manager of the Upstairs Lounge at the controversial 


Dolphin Motel near Miles and two of his female performers 
were ordered to pay $700 in fines after being found guilty on 
obscenity charges filed last month. 


The fines imposed Wednesday were against John Carda- 


mon, 42, Des Plaines, and dancers Linda Better, 25, and Cora 
Stalle, both of Chicago. The fines stem from guilty verdicts 
placed against the defendants following three police raids on 
the lounge. Three other dancers requested jury trials and will 
appear in court next Thursday. 


Blame U.S. for overpayment 


Elk Grove township officials claim they have found a docu- 


ment showing it was the federal government that paid them 
$99.000 too much in revenue sharing. According to the town- 
ship's figures, the extra money came after the officials in 
Washington, D.C., made mistakes on the formula used to 
compute revenue sharing money. The township still has to 
repay the $99,000, however.

School tax drop seen 


Homeowners may be getting a break next year in Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59, because of an expected drop in the 
district tax rate and anticipated state monies for tax relief, 
taxes are expected to drop about 2% per cent. Taxpayers in 
Des Plaines Dist. 62 are also scheduled for some relief under 
a proposed 1974-75 budget that includes a tax levy drop of 
about five cents per $100.

Prices go up - and down 
Gasoline supply 
appears ample 
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A checkerboard effect of price boosts 


and cuts in pump prices for gasoline in 
the Chicago area this week is accom- 
panied by an improvement in availability 
of gasoline. 


Dallas Schmidt, of the Federal Energy 


Office in Chicago, said supplies should 
"hold pretty steady" throughout the 
summer months, and gas prices should 
not climb more than "a few cents" a 
gallon. 


"We're already into a leveling off in 


prices, especially in the central United 
States," Schmidt said Wednesday. The 
price gap between various retailers is 
narrowing, commented Schmidt, as in- 
creasing amounts of higher priced for- 
eign crude oil are purchased by oil com- 
panies. 


The state's gasoline allocation for 


May is 427 million gallons. This com- 
pares with 378 million gallons for April, 
and supplies of 451.8 million gallons in 
May, 1973. 


WE'LL BE 9 per cent short of our 


needs .without any conservation," 
Schmidt said. Cutbacks in driving speeds 
and other conservation measures should 
enable Illinois motorists to cope with 90 
to 95 per cent allocation of gas supplies 
in comparison with 1973 levels. 


"The American public Is not really 


worried about it — shortages," said Bob 
Esserman, of the Illinois Gasoline Deal- 
ers Assn. "If they keep going pell mell, 


using it like there is no tomorrow, then 
there may be a shortage (of gasoline)." 


Esserman reports that the 21-cent- 


a-gallon difference between the lowest 
and highest pump prices for gasoline two 
weeks ago has narrowed. Regular gas 
sells for an average 55 to 65 cents a gal- 
lon and premium costs 59 to 69 cents a 
gallon, he said. Most major brand oil 
companies 
boosted 
gas prices this 


month, said Esserman, adding that the 
trend brings major brand prices closer to 
independent marketer levels. He believes 
that the federal controls on energy 
should be terminated to allow price com- 
petition. 


AMONG THE PRICE moves in May: 


Marathon Oil Co. increased its gas price 
to dealers by 4.3 cents a gallon; Texaco, 
Inc., boosted gasoline prices 3 cents a 
gallon; Gulf Oil Corp. lowered its price 
3.5 cents a gallon, and Standard Oil of 
Indiana boosted its price 2 cents a 
gallon. 


According to a spokesman for Stan- 


dard Oil of Indiana (Amoco), lead-free 
regular gasoline generally is priced 2 
cents a gallon above regular gas prices. 
A decreasing number of motorists pur- 
chase the premium gas, which is priced 
" 4 cents above regular gas, while an in- 
creasing number of motorists are pur- 
chasing "no-lead" gas. A federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency require- 
ment will require many dealers to offer 
"no-lead" gasoline by July 1.

New emergency energy bill debate begins 


The Senate began debating a new emergency energy bill 


yesterday, with Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., cautioning the 
public against complacency about fuel supplies. The measure, 
a replacement for legislation Nixon vetoed earlier this year 
would empower the President to order gasoline rationing; 
take steps to hike energy production; shuttle fuel supplies to 
areas of highest need, and give special help to those thrown 
out of jobs due to energy shortages. The Federal Energy 
Administration, meanwhile, said Gulf Oil Co. may have pad- 
ded its bill for imported oil by $46 million over a four-month 
period. Gulf has 10 days to present facts to prove it is not in 
violation of the law. 


Ford Motor Co. hikes prices $163 


The Ford Motor Co. yesterday raised prices of its cars and 


trucks an average $163, saying unprecedented cost increases 
had overshadowed its commitment to hold the line on prices 
until the 1975 models are introduced. On April 30, Chrysler 
raised the prices of its cars and trucks an average of $99. 


Only slight food cost hikes predicted 


The Agriculture Department said yesterday consumers 


probably will see only slight price increases for food during 
the rest of this year, and may see a small decline late in the 
year, The retail food forecast said the annual retail food price 
average for 1974 is likely to be 12 per cent above 1973, but 
much of it occurred in the first 3 months. 


$50,000 offered for Patty's return 


Patricia Hearst's parents yesterday offered a $50,000 re- 


ward for information leading to her safe return, and her 
father said he would do "anything 1 can to get her home." 
The reward money was deposited in a bank account. Her fath- 
er specified the names of any informers would be kept secret, 
and said the missing girl must be returned to the family 
home. 


Thundershowers ease Florida drought 


Welcome thundershowers moved in over parts of the Ever- 


glades and Florida east coast yesterday afternoon, easing a 
severe drought and helping to douse persistent swamp fires. 
State Forestry Division spokesmen said that three continuing 
woods fires in the southwest district all were under control.

Vote $25,000 pay hike for Chicago mayor 


Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley got a get well present 


from the City Council Wednesday — a prospective $25,000 
raise in pay. By unanimous vote, the Council voted to raise 
the mayor's annual salary from $35,000 to $60,000 a year, 
effective after the 1975 election. The aldermen also voted to 
raise their own pay by $9,500, to $17,500 a year. 


Toll collectors to ponder strike 


A spokesman for Chicago area toll collectors said he is 


hopeful the union can settle a contract dispute with the Illi- 
nois Toll Highway Authority without a strike. The 500 toll 
collectors from northern Illinois will meet Friday to decide 
whether to strike. Richard Blakley, executive administrator 
of the Toll Highway Authority said if the collectors strike, toll 
booths will be staffed by supervisory personnel, 


Rain creates acid fumes on S. Side 


Rain produced acid fumes over a small area of the far 


South Side yesterday as the moisture made contact with sili- 
cone tetrachloride which leaked from a tank in recent weeks. 
A spokesman for the Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy said there was no danger from the fumes. The tank began 
leaking April 26 and sent a huge acid cloud over the Calumet 
Harbor area.

Strike in India ... British strike ends 


India's 1.7 million railway workers launched a nationwide 


strike yesterday, threatening to halt vital food shipments and 
cripple the economy.

Junta imposes import, export restrictions 
The new military junta in Portugal imposed a series of 


belt-tightening economic measures yesterday with heavy jail 
terms for violations of the tough restrictions on imports and 
exports. A second decree established a control Commission 
for External Commerce in the Ministry of Finance to restrict 
imports of luxury goods. 


More bodies from capsized sloop hunted 
Four police patrol boats continued to search the trea- 


cherous currents between two Bahamian islands yesterday in 
search of more bodies of a group of Haitian immigrants who 
drowned when their 45-foot sailboat capsized. Police said they 
had no idea how many people were aboard the vessel, but it 
could have carried up to 130 people. A total of 18 bodies have 
been found so far.

Fote to end 
Trudeau rule 
in Canada 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Prime Minister 


Pierre Elliott Trudeau's 18 months of mi- 
nority government rule ended Wednes- 
day night when the Liberals were de- 
feated on a nonconfidence motion based 
on the federal budget. An early July 
election was expected. 


The vote to end the 29th Parliament 


had been expected since both Con- 
servative leader Robert Stanfield and 
New Democratic Party leader David 
Lewis said earlier they would unite to 
defeat the budget, topple the Liberal gov- 
ernment and force a general election. 


The 31 New Democratic Party mem- 


bers combined with the 106 Tories in the 
House of Commons to defeat the 109 Lib- 
erals. 


It was the first time in Canada's 107- 


year history that a government was 
brought down in Parliament by a House 
of Commons vote rejecting its budget. 
Only two governments ever have been 
ousted by a vote in the Commons, once 
in 1926 and again in 1963, but those votes 
did not concern the budget. 


Prime Minister Trudeau has said the 


defeat will force him to ask Governor- 
General Jules Leger to dissolve the 29th 
Parliament Thursday.

RTA changes heard by panel

SPRINGFIELD - Legislators seek- 


ing changes in the law creating a Re- 
gional Transportation Authority for the 
six-county Chicago area moved a step 
forward Wednesday as their bills were 
heard by a committee of the whole in the 
Illinois House of Representatives. 


House Speaker 
W. Robert Blair, 


R-Park Forest, avoided calling to a vote 
his legislation, which many observers be- 
lieve would mean the dismantling of the 
RTA. The authority was approved by a 
narrow margin in a March 19 referen- 
dum. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, an RTA opponent, estimated that 
Blair remains about 10 House votes short 
of a majority for approval of his bill giv- 
ing the five "collar counties" and subur- 
ban Cook County the option to withdraw 
from the RTA. Totten said the latest poll 


in the Senate showed Blair about two or 
three votes short of success for his bills. 
Senate Pres. William Harris said Tues- 
day he would not support Blair's concept 
allowing the withdrawals. 


Nearly a dozen bills with revisions of 


the RTA were heard Wednesday by the 
House committee. Originally Blair had 
attempted to exclude these bills under a 
current rule restricting this legislative 
session to budgetary matters. 


Blair relented after the committee of 


the whole voted last week to overrule a 
decision in which he refused to explain to 
representative Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, 
why only his own bills on RTA would be 
considered. 


Among the bills thrown into the hopper 


were two by Totten, one by Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, both 
leading opponents of the RTA, and a pan- 
by Katz, a strong supporter of RTA. 


Continue to seek court rule 


SPRINGFIELD — State Rep. Donald 


L. Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, declared 
Wednesday that opponents of the Region- 
al Transportation Authority will continue 
to pursue court actions seeking to over- 
turn the March 19 referendum that 
created it. 


Totten's statement followed announce- 


ment of a decision by Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Harry Comerford that 
the RTA opponents were not entitled to a 
discovery recount of the March 19 vote. 
Comerford's decision was expected be- 
cause he said in early April that the laws 
did not seem to allow the recount for ref- 
erenda. 


Totten said Comerford's ruling would 


be appealed, and that the RTA opponents 
would also continue an action in DuPage 
County Circuit Court challenging the re- 
sults of the referendum. 


Rep. Calvin Skinner, R-Crystal Lake, 


indicated that every possible step would 
be pursued in the courts to keep pressure 
on the legislature to come to a com- 
promise on RTA amendments. 


"As long as we can keep the question 


of a recount alive," Skinner said, "we 
can continue to keep pressure on both 
our Republican and Democratic col- 
leagues to come to a compromise which 
would make RTA acceptable to residents 
of suburban Chicago and the outlying 
counties." 


Schlickman, 
who has 
consistently 


maintained that he favors the concept of 
an RTA, introduced bills designed to give 
suburban bus companies equal standing 
with commuter railroads in their RTA 
dealings. The present bill specifies the 
RTA board must consider purchasing 
services from commuter railroads on de- 
mand, but has no similar provision for 
bus companies. 


Totten, who is an enthusiastic, suppor- 


ter of Blair's "opt-out" provision, in- 
troduced amendments which he hopes 
would make the RTA more palatable if 
Blair's proposals do not succeed. 


Among the provisions of Totten's pro- 


posals is a clause,that would restrict the 
RTA from imposing any new tax without 
a referendum. 


Totten's bills also provide a definition 


of the parking tax authorized in the RTA 
bill, restrict it to commercial parking op- 
erations, and specify that no tax dollars 
previously collected by local govern- 
ments could be relegated to the RTA. 


Katz's bills, which he attempted to in- 


troduce last week, would create a 25- 
member advisory board to the RTA 
board, which he says would provide an 
opportunity for a representative voice in 
regional transit matters to taxpayers in 
all six counties. 


Norman Dachman of Niles, chairman 


of the Operation Yes! RTA Committee, 
appeared in the House to testify in favor 
of Katz's bills. Dachman urged 
the 


House to abide by the majority^that ap- 
proved the RTA referendum, despite the 
fact 
that the proposal 
was over- 


whelmingly defeated in the suburban 
areas. 


The committee of the whole takes no 


vote, but automatically sends bills to the 
floor of the House. Final action on all the 
RTA proposals could come next week.

HISTORY CAME TO the Wheeling Village Board meet- 
ing when Fred Cotterell and Robert Buerger Jr., dressed 
in Civil and Revolutionary War uniforms, presented the 
trustees with a sample ordinance to create a Bicenten- 


nial commission. The board has directed the village at- 
torney to prepare the ordinance. The commission will be 
responsible for planning the local celebration of the na- 
tion's 200th birthday. 


A stormwater management ordinance 


is being prepared for passage by the 
Wheeling Village Board. 


The ordinance would require almost all 


village developers to "hold their own wa- 
ter" whether located in or outside of the 
flood plain. Currently, village flood ordi- 
nances apply only to1 developments built 
in the flood plain. 


The village now relies on the Metro- 


politan Sanitary District (MSD) regu- 
lations to control stormwater runoff and 
provide retention facilities. These ordi- 
nances were designed for countywide 
use. 


Wheeling officials want stricter regu- 


lations because the village is located at 
the bottom of the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch watershed. ' 


THE PROPOSED ordinance, prepared 


by consulting engineer Bill Lindley, 
would require water retention for all 
commercial and industrial developments 
and for any residential development 
larger than three acres. 


Lindley said this is merely a more re- 


strictive adaptation of the present MSD 
codes. The MSD now requires retention 
for any residential project of 10 acres or 
more and any commercial or industrial 
development of five acres or more. 


The ordinance would also increase the 


amount of water required to be held in 
retention basins, and outlines standards 
for siltation and erosion control. 


Trustee William Hein said that once 


the ordinance is passed, the village can

The Atomic Energy commission is 


scheduled to report a list of suitable sites 
tor nuclear power stations on Lake Mich- 
igan later this year, Thermal pollution 
damage resulting from the operation of 
the new stations can be sidestepped if 
the EPA adopts thermal effluent guide- 
lines that require closed-cycle cooling, 
and exempts power plants only if no 
damage to the lake's fish and wildlife 
population is documented, the federation 
contends. 


Here is how to offer your comment: 


For the proposed thermal effluent guide- 
lines and standards, which would require 
closed cycle cooling systems at nuclear 
plants on the lakeshore, send comments 
in triplicate by June 3 to EPA Informa- 
tion Center, (A-107), Environmental Pro.

Refuge salvation 


Wilderness hearing alert: Little re- 


mains of the wilderness waterways of 
our great river valleys. One valuable 
remnant is the Upper Mississippi Fish 
and Wildlife Refuge — 195,000 acres of 
forest, marsh and open water in Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. Citizen 
action can help save wilderness portions 
of the refuge, according to the Wilder- 
ness Society, the Issaak Walton League, 
American Rivers Conservation Council 
and other organizations. 


The refuge includes nearly all river 


bottomlands between Wabasha, Minn, 
and Rock Island, 111. — a 285-mile stretch 
of river. Wilderness supporters believe 
that some 60,000 acres of the refuge 
should be designated as wilderness in 33 
units distributed throughout its span. 


Twenty-eight species 
of waterfowl 


frequent the refuge. Fall population of 
migratory birds has reached 200,000 
ducks and several thousand geese at one 
time. Wood ducks nest throughout the 
refuge forests. The Upper Mississippi 
also supports the peregrine falcon, os- 
prey, bald eagle and golden eagle as well 
as 113 species of fish and the rare Hig- 
gins eye clam. 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is 


required to maintain a nine foot naviga- 
tion channel in the river. Its dredging 
activities involve a series of locks and 
dams, and the massive dumping of spoil 
on river banks in the flood plain. Con- 
tending that these procedures endanger 
water quality, the wilderness proponents 
believe that means should be devised to 
dump spoil at sites outside the flood 
plain for construction and other pur- 
poses. 


Another alternative to prevent the spoil 


from returning to the river when cur- 
rents change is the removal of sand and 
gravel pouring into the Mississippi from 
the Chippewa River in Wisconsin. 


The Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 


Wildlife had determined that 45,000 acres 
of the refuge qualify as wilderness. Yet 
the potential impact of Army Corps of 
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Engineers1 activities was cited in the re- 
moval of the area from wilderness con- 
sideration. 


Wilderness boosters believe that desig- 


nation for qualified wilderness areas 
would prevent further spoil dumping 
abuse and could prevent the intrusion of 
commercial activities for those areas, 
though motorboat and snowmobile use 
would not be prohibited. The Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife wraps up its 
hearings on the Upper Mississippi wil- 
derness proposals today in Savanna, III.

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Detective squad formed 
Burglaries show increase over '73 


Burglaries 
in Buffalo Grove have 


tripled during the first four months of 
this year as compared with the same 
four months last year. 


The 43 burglaries already reported this 


year are fast closing in on the total 62 
burglaries for all of 1973. 


At the current rate of just under 11 


burglaries a month, 1973's total could be 
passed by July. In an effort to stem this 
rising tide of burglaries, Police Chief 
Harry Walsh has instituted a major 
change within the police department. 
That change has been the recent creation 
of the department's first detective divi- 
sion, 


The detectives first directive has been 


to raise the department's burglary con- 
viction rate. That rate so far this year is 
11 per cent with eight juveniles and eight 
adults arrested for burglary. 


Sgt. Kenneth Blanchette has become 


the department's first detective and Pa- 
trolman Robert Quid will become the 
second detective later this month. Work- 
ing with Blanchette are the two youth 
officers, patrolmen Charles Weidner and 
Steve Maisley, who investigate juvenile 
crime. 


THE PROBLEM in the past, Blan- 


chette said, is that followup on a crime 
(investigation) would be done by the po- 
liceman who initially handled a case. It 
would be done on his own time or during 
his normal shift. Investigation "after 
hours" becomes costly in terms of over- 
time pay and the effort required to do a 
thorough job, Blanchette said. And in- 
vestigation during a policeman's normal 
shift takes time away from the police- 
man's other duties, he added. 


With the detective division a separate 


entity, the police officials believe there 
will be much more follow-through on 
crime. This should mean more burglar- 
ies solved and more arrests. 


The dramatic increase in burglaries so 


far this year is attributable to a number 
of causes, but the population increase of 
the village comes first to the minds of 
many policemen. For example, two de- 
velopments opened in the past year and 
there are several more about to open. 


A large number of the burglaries also 


occur at construction sites and involve 
items that a burglar cannot easily sell 
off. Blanchette estimated that probably 
40 per cent of the burglaries are of the 


construction type. 


ONLY TWO OF this year's burglaries 


are what Blanchette considered "profes- 
sional" jobs, those committed by persons 
who make their living as burglars. The 
two he mentioned were the theft of a 
typewriter and copier from a real estate 
office and this week's theft of $2,500 from 
a White Hen Pantry store. 


"A lot of them (burglars) are just kids 


or young adults out for a kick," Blan- 
chette said. "It's a spur-of-the-moment 
thing for them." 


Along these same lines, Blanchette 


said another reason for the increase in 
burglaries is that sometimes "the young 
ones go on a rampage and hit seven or 
eight places at a time." He said one 
youth was arrested this year for a series 
of seven separate burglaries. 


The youthful burglars steal items they 


can easily sell or dispose of, Blanchette 
said. Such items include cash, jewelry, 
radios and small televisions. Most such 
items are sold by the thieves themselves 
to friends or acquaintenances who are 
not about to probe too deeply the reason 
for the bargain price of a radio or stereo

Lake County tax collections delayed 
Buffalo Grove may have to borrow 


by JOE FRANZ 


The delay m property tax collections in 


Lake County Buffalo Grove may force 
the village to borrow money to pay its 
bills, 


Village Treasurer Robert Collins said 


Tuesday that cash in the village general 
fund has become low in recent weeks 
and may necessitate the sale of tax an- 
ticipation warrants. 


Tax anticipation warrants essentially 


are loans taken out by a municipality. 
The municipality then uses money from 
its next tax collection to pay off the war- 
rants. 


Collins said the shortage of operating 


cash in the general fund can be directly 
attributed to the delay in collecting taxes 
in the Lake County section of the village. 


There Is currently a dispute in Lake 


County over assessment practices and 
until the matter is settled no tax money 
will be disbursed to municipalities, 
school districts and other taxing bodies. 


EUGENE BZDAWAKA. deputy Lake 


County clerk, said Wednesday, it will be 
at least late September before any Lake 
County tax money is given to the village. 
If the matter ends up going to court, as 
he has been threatened by the Lake 
County slate's attorney, the village prob- 
ably would not get any tax money this 
year, he said. 


Collins said the village has enough 


cash on hand to meet its next payroll, 
but is not sure whether it can meet the 
one after that. He said the village is not 
overextended financially, but has a cash 
flow problem because of the delay in tax 
collections. 


Village Mgr Daniel Larson said the 


village would have no problems meeting 
expenses if it was to receive the tax 
money on time. "Because of matters be- 
yond our control we won't be getting 
Lake County tax money until at least Oc- 
tober," he said. 


"The village in no way has done any- 


thing wrong," he continued. "It has al- 
ways followed sound financial principles 
and is in no way responsible for the cur- 
rent situation." 


By law, government agencies can sell 


tax anticipation warrants to a maximum 
equal to 75 per cent of the anticipated 
tax revenue. Larson said the village ex- 
pects to get about $102,000 in property 
taxes in Lake County this year which 
means It could sell a maximum of 
$76,500 worth of tax anticipation war- 
rants. 


THE VILLAGE staff has been directed 


to study the general fund cash flow and 
determine whether the village will need 
to go to tax anticipation warrants. They 
also will notify various lending in- 


stitutions to find out how much money 
can be loaned to the village and at what 
interest rate. 


Larson said interest rates on the war- 


rants usually is cheaper than on regular 
bank loans. He said the village should 
have no problem paying back the loan 
and interest after the Lake County tax 
money is released. 


The tax anticipation warrants, Larson 


said, will not cause a tax increase. He 
said the village will be able to meet its 
expenses under current tax rates provid- 
ing it gets the Lake County tax money. 
Larson added that a tax increase at this ' 
time would not remedy the present situ- 
ation because the village would not get 
the additional revenue until next year. 


Larson said there is an outside chance 


the village can avoid tax anticpation 
warrants if a lot of building construction 
takes place this summer. In the event of 
a big building year, he said, the village 
will sell a tot of building permits to de- 
velopers and may be able to meet ex- 
penses wtih that revenue. 


LAST YEAR the village witnessed a 


slow building year, but Larson said he 
expects it to pick up this year. He said 
the village will know by July whether 
building permit fees will be able to carry 
it through until the next tax collection. 


If the village comes up slightly short of 


needed revenues, Larson said it could in- 
stitute a number of cutbacks on a tem- 
porary basis. The cutbacks would be lift- 
ed after tax revenue is collected. If that 
happens, the village could avoid selling 
tax anticipation warrants. 


Larson emphasized that the village is 


among numerous other 
government 


agencies in Lake County that will face 
the possibility of purchasing tax anticipa- 
tion warrants. "I think in this case all of 
Lake County or at least most of it will be 
doing this. They're all faced with the 
same problem as this village." 


The sale of tax anticipation warrants, 


Larson said, would have to be authorized 
by the village board. 


Not since 1970 has the village been 


faced with the sale of tax anticipation 
warrants. That year the village sold

Transit district to buy United busline

An areawide transit district has dis- 


closed plans to purchase United Motor 
Coach Co.. a move which may jeopardize 
school bus service in some portions of 
Maine Township. 


The North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 


trict (NORTHAN) has sought federal ap- 
proval to buy out the ailing Des Plaines 
firm, which provides school bus trans- 
portation for the township's four school 
districts. 


Because neither Des Plaines nor Park 


Ridge belong to the district, which is 
made up of North Shore communities, lo- 
cal bus routes transporting students to 
Dist. 62 and Dist. 207 schools would prob- 
ably have to be ended if the two cities do 
not join the transit district. 


UNITED MOTOR Coach's contract to 


transport students in Park Ridge Dist. 64 
would also be in jeopardy because of a 
federal rule prohibiting NORTRAN from 
providing school or charter service by 
contract. 


Area school and transportation officials 


will meet Saturday to leam the effect on 
school bus service if the proposed pur- 
chase of United Motor Coach receives 
federal approval. 


Joseph DiJohn, NORTRAN executive 


diiector, said future operation of the 
buses for Dist. 207 and Dist. 62 would 
depend on the willingness of Des Plaines 
and Park Ridge to either join the district 
or offer financial support for the bus ser- 
vice. 


"We are not trying to go around with a 


hatchet over anyone's head, but if these 
communities do not join it is doubtful the 
district would continue to operate the 


routes with other towns such as Kenil- 
worth or Winnetka making up the oper- 
ating deficit," DiJohn said. NORTRAN 
members are mostly north suburban 
communities. 


Des Plaines and Park Ridge officials 


met with officials of NORTRAN before 
the March 19 RTA referendum, but no 
decision was reached on either town join- 
ing the district. 


THE MEETING Saturday of the NOR- 


TRAN officials will be held at the Dist. 
64 administrative offices in Park Ridge. 
Officials from Des Plaines and Park 
Ridge also are expected to take part in 
the discussion. 


Dist. 207 Supt. Richard Short said, 


"The purpose of the meeting is how the 
change in ownership will change school 
transportation." 


Dial-a-bus service urged as 6bail out' 


Dial-a-bus service could help to bail 


out Arlington Heights' financially failing 
commuter bus lines, the president of 
Metron Systems Corp., Claude Luisada, 
indicated yesterday. 


Luisada said he has received hundreds 


of calls about dlal-a-bus, but because of 
the company's financial plight, he has 
been unable to start the door-to-door bus 
service. 


Without an operating subsidy, bus ser- 


vice in Arlington Heights will end May 
31, he says. 


"This is a perfect opportunity for citi- 


zens, who feel that local public trans- 
portation is Important enough that their 
tax money should be spent on it, to ex- 
press their feeling at village hall," Luis- 
ada said yesterday. 


A DEFINITE INDICATION from the 


residents could lead village officials to 
approve at least a short-term subsidy, 
Luisada hopes, despite a recommenda- 
tion from Village Mgr. L. A\ Hanson that 
the service be discontinued. 
" If the village board approves a subsidy 
for Metron, it has been suggested that a 
fourth commuter route, dlal-a-bus and 
shuttle service to Randhurst and Wood- 


field be added to the company's oper- 
ation. 


A special village task force has con- 


cluded that it would cost between $60,900 
and $84,000 in subsidy money to keep 
M e t r o n operating, with dial-a-bus, 
through the end of the year. 


AN EMERGENCY STATE subsidy of 


$17,000 reportedly has been approved for 
Metron. The grant is part of a much 
larger state aid package intended to tide 
transit companies over until the regional 
transportation authority takes 
effect. 


However, the money has been delayed 
for several months. 


In Springfield, State Rep. Eugenia 


Capman, 
(D-Arlington Heights), said 


yesterday she has been working all week 
to get the $17,000 state subsidy into Luis- 
ada's hands. 


Mrs. Chapman said she personally 


hopes a local subsidy will be approved to 
keep Metron alive until the effect of the 
RTA is known. 


"I would hope that our very responsive 


local government would find a way to 
keep this thing going until RTA takes ef- 
fect and hopefully picks up the slack," 
Mrs. Chapman said. 


"I think it is important that we have 


bus service in Arlington Heights, not just 
for old people who might have decided 
it's time to give up the automobile, and 
not just for young people who can't 
drive. But I think all of us deserve the 
option of having public transportation," 
she said. 


LUISADA HAS SAID he does not know 


how, if at all, RTA would help Metron 
other than from informal assurances 
from state officials that the company 
would qualify for operating subsidies. 


As for the $17,000 emergency subsidy, 


Luisada says that will keep the company 
rolling only to the end of the month. Two 
payrolls, a number of back bills, and a 
$6,000 loan from the Village of Arlington 
Heights have to be paid out of the $17,000 
grant, he said. 


"If the state money isn't here by neat 


Wednesday, we're going to stop oper- 
ation," Luisada said. "If the money 
comes, we'll operate to the end of the 
month to give the village or RTA the op- 
portunity to do something."

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Ah, there's good news 
today-at Harper College 


If you believe we journalists only like 


bad news — take notice. 


Something very good happened last 


week when the Harper College board of 
trustees met for the first tune since the 
election — and I'm going to tell you 
about it. 


The board has been criticized many 


times in this space during the past year 
for being unresponsive, uncommunica- 
tive and just plain (sometimes) inept at 
handling the political problems facing 
the college. 


But last week, at the first meeting 


where three newly elected board mem- 
bers took part, the board set a series of 
precedents which, hopefully, will mean a 
real change in the way the board relates 
to the faculty students and public it 
serves. 


BRIEFLY. HERE'S what happened: 
• Each board member was given a 


chance to bring up topics of concern, 
even If they weren't pleasant. One board 
member said she wanted to improve 
communications with the faculty and an- 
other asked why the board attorney bad 
come up with an eleventh-hour legal 
opinion that one board candidate, a stu- 
dent, might face conflict of interest 
charges if elected. 


• The student's official representative 


on the board, Gerald McGlothlin, was 
asked directly by the board president if 
he had anything he wanted to say. The 
b o a r d president also referred to 
McGlothlin by his correct name. 


• The detailed discussion of the pro- 


posed second site for the college was pre- 
sented in open session, with questions 
and suggestions from the board mem- 
bers being openly discussed. 


THOSE THREE THINGS might not 


seem momentous, but in the light of past 
board actions, they seem to indicate a 
definite change. 


In the past, the board has never publi- 


cly admitted that there might be a com- 
munications problem with the faculty, 
for example, even though individual fac- 
ulty members have been highly vocal in 
trying to point this out. 


Also, McGlothlin, who has been on the 


board since January, has in the past had

some trouble getting the board's atten- 
tion. He has succeeded (primarily be- 
cause he is not easily intimidated and 
speaks loudly), but I can't recall his 
opinion on anything being solicited be- 
fore. And in the past, some board mem- 
bers have had the tendency to call him 
"Gary" instead of "Jerry," 'the kind of 
slip of the tongue that can make a person 
feel very unwanted. 


Perhaps the most important thing that 


happened, is the public discussion of the 
second campus. The discussion in the 
past has been in closed session and 
though that was perfectly legal (Illinois 
law allows discussion in closed session on 
land acquisition), it has become increas- 
ingly clear that it really isn't politically 
appropriate at this point. 


EVERYONE KNOWS what land Har- 


per is looking at now — it's the land at 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads in Arling- 
ton Heights owned by the Mayo Founda- 
tion. The Arlington Heights Village 
Board has been discussing zoning for the 
land in open meetings, but the debate on 
the Harper board (and I understand 
there has been plenty) about the wisdom 
of the move has not been public. 


Politically, keeping the site discussion 


behind closed doors has not been a good 
move because at some point residents of 
the Harper district will be asked to vote 
on funds for the site. If the issue has not 
received plenty of public discussion be- 
fore that issue comes'to a vote, the col- 
lege is likely to find the already difficult 
problem of convincing the voters of the 
wisdom of the move to be impossible. 


Presumably, the specific discussions of 


cost of the land, as the college begins 
negotiating a purchase price with Mayo, 
will remain behind closed doors. How- 
ever, having the debate and discussion of 
the whole question in the open is a good 
move.

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Herald opinion 
Impeachment's no party 


The impeachment of the Presi- 


dent of the United States shouldn't 
be the occasion for a gala political 
party — even if the gala event is 
only a rock concert in the North- 
west suburbs. 


P o l i t i c a l theatrics have, of 


course, always been a part of how 
we conduct politics in this country. 
F r o m national 
conventions to 


torchlight parades, 
we've often 


come to equate the American polit- 
ical process with a flag-draped, 
rip-roaring good old time. 


Impeachment, although it is part 


of our political process, is closer to 
the death of a president than to the 
nomination of one. It is supposed to 


be a somber, sober process to de- 
termine whether our highest na- 
tional leader is guilty of "treason, 
bribery, or other crimes and mis- 
demeanors." 


It's important that the process 


remain sober and somber in the 
Northwest suburbs, as well as in 
Washington, D.C. — and a rock 
concert held last weekend in Ar- 
lington Heights did nothing to pro- 
mote that sobriety. 
/ 


A group which calls itself the Im- 


peach Nixon Committee in the 12th 
Congressional District last week- 
end sponsored a rock concert to 
raise money to send some of its 
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members on a lobbying trip to 
Washington. 


Although such a concert was only 


a fund-raising event, it still some- 
how detracts from the seriousness 
of the removal of a president of the 
United States. 


To raise money, we'd have pre- 


ferred the group sponsor a panel 
discussion or debate on impeach- 
ment — and charge admission. A 
member of the House Judiciary 
C o m m i t t e e — Don Edwards, 
D-California — spoke in Evanston 
over the weekend, and he would 
have been an excellent person to 
review the impeachment process. 


Impeachment, as well as arous- 


ing partisan emotions, is a com- 
plex and difficult issue which lends 
itself more to a discussion than it 
does to a circus. But judging from 
the Committee's performance, a 
circus — or a rock concert — 
seems to be more its style. 


Proponents and opponents of im- 


peachment have long argued that 
public opinion will be of critical 
importance in determining the fate 
of Richard Nixon. If the committee 
believes in "public opinion," it 
would be better served to educate 
and inform that public. It might 
even educate itself to the fact that 
the impeachment of the President 
of the United States is a very, very 
serious matter.

are well aware that the boss gets his due 
in ordinary conversations. You call him 
"Governor," not "Dan"; you call him 
"Mr. Attorney General," not "Bill"; you 
call him "Mr. Secretary," not "Mike." 


That is not to say that Dan, Bill or 


Mike demand the title. They do not. It is 
just a matter of common courtesy that 
most political appointees recognize and 
most officeholders accept with grace. 


The lack of this commonplace courtesy 


in the Oval Office says something. Did 
not these hired hands know that their 
purpose was to serve the man at the top? 
Did they net realize that they were there 
to inform and advise him, not to direct 
him? 


The overwhelming suspicion is that

Of course it must be noted that they 


did not bave the best guidance in the 
world from the man at the top 


In a discussion of how to present testi- 


mony to a grand jury, we find the boss 
advising his underlings: 


"Well, you can say you don't recall. 


You can say you don't remember ..." 


Perhaps that is why nobody ever 


seems to address him as Mr. President. 


By way of contrast I cannot put out of 


my mind a minor incident in the guber- 
natorial primary of 1972. 


Lt. Governor Paul Simon one afternoon 


asked a campaign aide to send a tele- 
gram expressing his regrets that he 
could not attend a certain function. 


The aide drafted the telegram and then 


inquired casually whether it should be 
billed to the office of Lt Governor or to 
the campaign headquarters of Simon, 
who was then running for governor. 


Simon hesitated for perhaps the blink 


of an eye, before telling the aide to bill it 
to the campaign "If there is ever the 
slightest doubt," he said, "bill it to the 
campaign fund." 


He was not talking about a million dol- 


lars. He was talking about maybe two 
bucks, tops. Perhaps a simple declara- 
tion of that nature at the beginning of the 
Nixon Administration would have in- 
spired those in the White House to ad- 
dress the boss as Mr. President. 
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Watergate tapes language 
too salty for Congress

WASHINGTON (UPI) - So now we 


know why President Nixon was so dead 
set against turning over the Watergate 
tapes to the House Judiciary Committee. 


It was not that he feared the tapes 


would be used against him In the im- 
peachment proceedings. 


Rather, it was a determination on his 


part to protect committee members from 
having their tender ears peppered with 
salty language. 


As the expurgated transcripts released 


recently made clear, the tapes are liber- 
ally sprinkled with expletives. 


Throughout the texts there Is frequent 


use of the parenthetical notation "ex- 
pletive deleted." As in the phrase "Oh 
expletive deleted!" 


Now it is one thing for the President 


and his aides to lace their conversations 
with expletives in the privacy of the Oval 
Office. 


BUT IT WOULD be quite another thing 


to have these expletives fall upon the 
ears of congressmen as they listened to 
recordings of the conversations. 


Most congressmen lead sheltered lives 


and many are at an impressionable age. 
Exposure to a steady drumfire of ex- 
pletives might have set them blushing so 
furiously they would have turned per- 
manently red, like boiled lobsters. 


For weeks, the White House had been 


saying the tapes exonerated the Presi- 
dent of any complicity in the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up,

THE LEFT SIDE of a design on the 


observer's right is the "sinister " Any 
design emphasis In this area is generally 
construed as ominous The right hand or 
"dexter" side is presumed to be aus- 
picious or favorable, and a concentrated 
effort in this area signifies a desire for 
peace and tranquility. 


In any design in which our eagle plays 


a dominant part, the direction of the 
head and what he holds in his talons tell 
the story. Arrows in the left talon are

less than 32 RBIs. Teammate Steve 
Adams, who bats right behind him in the 
cleanup slot has 30 RBIs. Then come 
Brad Lutz and John Bock with seven cir- 
cuit blows between them. 


The pitcher the Vikings will no doubt 


face is junior southpaw Rob Simond, 5-1 
on the season and 33-3 at all levels since 
coming to Barrington. In his last three 
outings he's struck out a total of 50 bat- 
ters. 


Fremd is no slouch either, although 


their statistics, save for pitching are not 
nearly on a par with the hosts. On won- 
loss record alone coach Terry Gellinger's 
crew is the best in their conference and 
in leadoff hitter Jeff Brisson they have 
one of the heaviest hitters and fastest 
baserunners around. 


Pitching though Is the Vlke long suit, 


led by junior Mitch Gullet and senior 
Jeff Hanisch along with Brisson. Collec- 
tively the team boasts a circuit pacing 
1.26 ERA. Fremd has also demonstrated 
an uncanny ability to be opportunists . . . 
capitalizing on any little unglning by the 
opposition. They'll need all of that they 
can bottle against Barrington. 


Palatine, meanwhile, with ace Buddy 


Hughes on the mound, can stay with any- 
body. Schaumburg has one of the best 
hitting teams around led by Ray Fair- 
banks and Frank Lipko but has not been 
consistent on the mound or afield. 


Conant, paced by Gary Oslanoe, is dan- 


gerous on the basepaths but spotty in 
other departments. It is a mostly veteran 
team, however, and the Cougars have ex- 
ercised a definite dominating pattern 
over their younger neighbors to the west 
in the past,

Finals set for Friday evening 
Mid-Suburban track test 
opens today at Prospect

The quickness is there, the endurance 


is there, the power is there. 


And the stage is set for this year's 


Mid-Suburban League track and field 
meet at Prospect High School, beginning 
today at 4:30 with the preliminaries and

culminating Friday with the finals start- 
ing at 6:30. 


Sharing the spotlight will be three MSL 


athletes who have earned themselves 
statewide recognition. Each of the three 
boys has his sights set on Charleston and 
the Illinois state meet in a couple weeks. 


Also on the block tonight and tomorrow 


will be the honor of MSL team champion. 
Although three schools seem to crowd 
the inside track, the title could be con- 
tested by as many as six squads. 


Steve Schellenberger of Forest View, 


an all-around performer and only a soph- 
omore, will vie for top MSL honors in the 
440-yard dash. His top clocking — :49.3 
at the-Prospect Invite two weeks ago — 
ranks as one of the best in Illinois. The 
speedy Falcon will face his toughest 
competition in Arlington's Mike Dolina- 
jec and Fremd's Dave Wickum. 


Kersey's Chris Cooney will double in 


the mile and the 880-yard run, but the 880 
is his better event. His 1:55.7, turned in 
at the Prospect Invite, is among the top 
times in the state. His mile time of 4:22.5 
at the Falcon Invite last weekend is also 
the best area clocking. 


Cooney's major tests will come from 


Palatine's Chuck Bell, Schaumburg's 
Mark Hoerich, and Fremd's Paul Kinyon 
in the half-mile, and from Dave Scott of 
Fremd, Dave Elderkin of Conant, and 
Bel in the mile. Cooney's teammate, 
Ron Stephani, is also a threat. 


Bell has run the 880 in 1:56.9 and Hoer- 


ich has done 1:58. Kinyon's best, turned 
in last week, is 1:58.6. In the longer race, 
Scott, Elderkin, and Bell have all posted 
sub-4:26 times, with Bell's 4:24.5 at the 
Palatine Relays the top clocking. 


The third state hopeful is Rolling 


Meadows shotputter John Sloan. The se- 
nior weight man may represent the 
MSL's best bet when the track attention 
focuses downstate. Sloan currently owns 
the best put in the Illinois outdoor season 
— 61-8. If he throws the shot 54 feet at 
the conference meet, he'll surpass the 
best mark of anyone else in the league. 


Sloan has yet to lose in any meet this 


year, indoor or out,, but league rivals 
such as Craig Brinkman of Forest View, 
Rich Sharpe of Fremd, ,Dave Wodek of 
Schaumburg, and John Groenhof of Elk 
Grove will attempt to do something 
about that. 


Elk Grove is the MSL's defending out- 


door champ from 1973, but the Grena- 
diers probably won't be in the money 
this year. Their best chance to score 
may come from Groenhof in the shot or 
Don Weadley in the sprints. 


The meet threatens to be a three-way 


race with Hersey, the indoor champ, 
battling Fremd and Schaumburg right 
down to the mile relay wire. All three 


teams are loaded with talent. 


Schaumburg boasts a powerful squad 


of field events specialists, including Ed 
Martin, who tops the MSL rolls in four 
categories this season — the triple jump, 
the long jump, and both hurdles races. 
Martin, according to meet rules, can 
only enter three events, so he will pass 
up the low hurdles. 


Saxon, Bruce Mahlig was the league's 


indoor champ in the pole vault and Arnie 
Jackson took first indoors in the two-mile 
run. Shotputters Wodek and Ken Jaffke 
and high jumper Scott Mielke are threats 
to place high for Schaumburg. 


Hersey will depend on Cooney, Step- 


hani, and Jay McCarthy (two-mile) in 
the longer running events, Jim DiLenge 
in the long jump and the 200-yard dash, 
and Craig Musser in the hurdles events. 
Mark Zakula is a threat in the triple 
jump, Jim Spicuzza has clocked a :10.5 
in the 100-yard dash, and Steve Zielke 
and Mark Blix will vie for discus points. 


Fremd's strength is its depth. With 


Mike Rohrer (two-mile), Scott, and Kin- 
yon performing well, the Vikings could 
take some first place points, but they 
will depend more on second and third- 
place efforts. 


Jeff Oversen in the long jump, Ted Ake 


in the 220, and Rich Sharpe in the shot 
put and the 100-yard dash are just three 
Vikings with definite shots at runner-up 
points. Steve Whited is a threat in both 
hurdles races, as is Dave Wickum in the 
440 and Grant McNerney and Randy 
Gray in the pole vault. 


There may be general 
agreement 


among coaches and observers that the 
big three — Hersey, Schaumburg and 
Fremd — will do the major bidding 
tonight and tomorrow, but some smart 
long shot money will be placed on Pala- 
tine, Forest View and Conant. 


For certain, the Falcons will pile up 


some points with Schellenberger, who 
will enter not only the 440 but the 220 
also, and Brinkman, who is a threat to 
win the discus and place second in the 
shot. Forest View's relay teams are 
among the best in the conference. 


Palatine will need outstanding efforts 


from Mike Murphy in the high jump. 
Clark Rasmussen in the low hurdles and 
Bob Castle in the 100-yard dash, but the 
Pirates will make their presence felt. 
Palatine has outstanding relay squads, 
too. 


Conant will get a lift from Doug Paape 


and Scott Clark in the pole vault, Jeff 
Brandl in both hurdles events, and Len 
Olson in the sprints. 


In the end, needless to say, the team 


which performs best on an overall scale 
will carry away the trophy. It all begins 
this afternoon at 4:30.

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TTie search for mental health 
Drug treatment programs usually found poor 


(This column is presented by Forest 


Hospital In Des Plaines, devoted to the 
care of the mentally ill.

How can a drug addiction treatment 


program be effective? What goes into 
making a treatment program work? 
These are some of the questions Dr. 
Fred Glaser hoped to find answers to 
when he recently conducted a survey of 
drug treatment programs thoughout the 
state of Pennsylvania. 


Dr. Glaser, chief of the section on 


drugs and alcohol abuse at the Medical 
College of Pennsylvania and an associate 
professor there, surveyed 77 programs 
statewide, some large, some small, some 
secular and some religious. 


His conclusions: The drug treatment 


programs in Pennsylvania are generally 
of poor quality. Fewer than one third are 
adequate or good. These "good" pro- 
grams are generally the smaller ones 
and are therefore reaching only about 
one fourth of all the patients In treat- 
ment. 


"The larger programs," Dr. Glaser ob- 


served, "very rapidly turn Into bureau- 
cracies. They become so big It's difficult 
for them to be flexible and to give each 
patient the kind of attention that he 
uniquely needs. They end up giving the 
same treatment to everyone regardless 
of the Individual's needs." Dr. Glaser 
feels that a program should be held to a 
maximum of 150 patients to be well man- 
aged and properly run.

"WE FOUND VERY few addicts in 


treatment were treated effectively," said 
Dr. Glaser. "People are very pessimistic 
about treatment for narcotic addiction. I 
feel their pessimism is justified on the 
basis of experience with inadequate pro- 
grams." 


Dr. Glaser observed certain factors 


that made programs more effective. 
"First, the size was important," he said. 
"And 
the staff-patient ratio made a dif- 


ference. The more staff per patient, the 
higher the quality. The total quantity of 
effort, the time spent with each patient, 
is a factor. The therapeutic community 
was good where the patient is 'in treat- 
ment' 24 hours a day. 


"The intensity of ideology that was 


promulgated by the program mattered. 
The program was more effective where 
all the staff and patients talked a com- 
mon ideology that permeated the whole 
program, whtther religious or secular, 
particularly in a therapeutic community 
24 hours a day. It made for consistent, 
concerted action on the part of the staff. 
It works similarly to the common ideolo- 


gy or higher power used by Alcoholics 
Anonymous, with which Synanon (a fel- 
lowship for drug addicts') is historically 
connected. 


"Also, as in AA where alcoholics treat 


other alcoholics, our survey data in- 
dicated to some probability that those 
programs that employed ex-addicts in 
significant positions were of higher qual- 
ity. 


"I DO NOT FEEL narcotics addiction 


is a medical problem," Dr. Glaser com- 
mented. "I think when it is treated in a 
medical context it is wrongfully treated. 
One of the great issues is what to call it. 
Evidence is very good that it is not a 
medical problem, that addicts are nei- 
ther physically or mentally ill. One of the 
errors programs make is to approach 
patients with the attitude that they are 
mentally ill, which they may or may not 
be but don't think of themselves as such. 
This creates a disonance and contributes 
to difficulty in treatment. 


"There's another problem," Dr. Glaser 


continued, "one that has arisen in the 
cooperation between treatment and law 
enforcement. It is the belief that these 


two things are mutually exclusive — one 
either treats or one deals with people in 
terms of criminal sanction, but one does 
not do both. I've seen clinics where one 
would not be accepted if he were under 
any legal duress on the theory that 
people have to have purity of motivation 
when they're treated. Ridiculous! The 
combination of legal duress and thera- 
peutic intervention is a very effective 
One. 


"It is effective, for instance, where 


people violate treatment contracts which 
make them eligible for legal sanction. 
Also, there's a huge population in the 
prisons, people who have violated the 
law for prolonged periods of time. This is 
an ideal population to treat. The time 
they spend can be constructively used to 
rehabilitate them."

Singles buying homes 
to overcome rent bills 


; "Single persons in increasing numbers 
;are buying homes many of which are 
-condominiums," said Joseph B. Doherty, 
I president of the National Association of 
"Realtors.

; What are the reasons for this growing

• One single in Virginia bought a home

now approaching completion in down- 
town Arlington Heights, reflects a con- 
cern with saving kilowatt hours. Archi- 
tect George Schipporeit, known nation- 
ally for his work on Lake Point Tower on 
Chicago's lake front, has designed the 
Courtyards as a continuous three-story 
building positioned around landscaped 
courts and open areas. 


Since the condominium units are ori- 


ented to face inward toward the courts, 
most glazed areas — both windows and 
sliding thermopane doors leading out 
onto the balconies — are sheltered from 
winter winds and excessive summer sun- 
light. 


"We're applying a classic architectural 


concept that was familiar to the ancient 
Romans, who recognized the beauty and 
comfort of dwellings built around an at- 
rium," Schipporeit said. 


During construction of the Courtyards, 


trees on the site were preserved and oth- 
ers were added, since trees screen the 
building from the summer sun and there- 
by reduce heat loads on air conditioners. 


Heat loss is further reduced because 


the building is a multi-level structure, 
with a relatively small expanse of roof 
area per square foot of living space. Sty- 
rofoam insulated solid masonry walls 
and pre-cast, pre-stressed eight-inch 
thick concrete floor and ceiling panels 
formed from a special lightweight aggre- 


gate also minimize heat gain and heat 
loss. 


According to Fred Peterman, vice 


president of marketing, Seay & Thomas, 
Inc., a member of the 1C Industries, real 
estate group, prospects visiting the 
Courtyards are quite interested in fea- 
tures that assure the wise use of energy. 


"Besides being concerned with possible 


energy shortages, people are responding 
to rising fuel costs. The Courtyards, 
being an all-electric building, is not as 
subject to fuel shortages as buildings us- 
ing other types ,of fuel, since electricity 
supplied to the building is generated 
from nuclear energy and coal," Peter- 
man said. 


Individual control of heating and air 


conditioning units will enable residents of 
the Courtyards to budget their energy 
consumption to meet their specific needs. 


"The occupants of a corner unit that 


receives a great deal of sunlight can turn 
their perimeter baseboard heaters off 
frequently, whenever solar heat is suf- 
ficient to keep living areas comfortable. 
Units with a little less exposure to the 
sun may keep their heaters on longer in 
winter, but save on air conditioning dur- 
ing warm weather. 


"Location of these temperature control 


units right in each condominium home 
eliminates the heat loss inevitable in 


transmission from a central systen 
through ductwork," Peterman said. 


Kitchen and bathroom facilities have 


been designed back to back in a very 
compact core area, making it possible to 
locate water heaters close to the point of 
use and thereby reduce the length of wa- 
ter pipes. 


According to the Electric Energy Asso- 


ciation, even with a pipe run of only 20 
feet about two quarts of hot water must 
be drawn off before hot water reaches 
the faucet. In the average kitchen this

"Home improvements are expensive, 


and it's unlikely that you'll recover more 
than 25 to 50 per cent of the costs when 
you're ready to sell," says Howard Ka- 
gay, sates manager of the Arlington 
Heights office of Baird & Warner, Inc.

It's al- 
most a certainty that the lowest interest 
rate you can expect to pay on a FHA 
Title I home improvement loan has an 
effective rate of interest of 9 per cent.

the life of your mortgage. 


You may not get back the money you 


put into remodeling. If you recognize 
that the money you are investing is pri- 
marily for your own comfort and con- 
venience, then how you spend your mon- 
ey is, of course, up to you.

With the help of a skilled 
real estate broker you may find the 
house that is just right in the same 
neighborhood where you now live. Even 
though the house your family has out- 
grown has increased in price it may still 
be attractively priced to a younger fami- 
ly while you move on to something a 
little better with your equity and price 
appreciation."

First, the prime rate is the rate at 


which banks lend to their best com- 
mercial customers, and is not the rate 
applicable to home mortgages. 


Second, in Illinois the usury law limits 


mortgage interest to eight per cent. No 
matter what the prime rate rises to, the 
mortgage lender can't ask more than 
eight per cent. 


Third, people who defer buying a home 


now because they mistakenly think mort- 
gage rates are the same as the prime 
rate may wind up paying more for their 
home a few months from now. That's be- 
cause construction costs are continuing 
to go up. 


"This is an excellent time to buy a new 


home," Silfen said. "We still have plenty 
of mortgage commitments made by our 
lenders for 29-year mortgages at 7.9 per 
cent interest with just a 5 per cent down 
payment."

How does a North Shore decorator 


tackle four model homes in the mid-price 
bracket? John Ksandr, of N.S.I.D. says, 
"If you're lucky enough to find a builder 
like Tex Guggemos of Standard Pacific 
Corp., it's a fulfilling, uncompromising 
job." 


At Greenfields In Gary, Ksandr worked 


with four distinctly different homes. 


The model 1200 three-bedroom bilevel 


at Greenfields is typical of Ksandr's dec- 
orating program. Ksandr and his associ- 
ate, Michael Syrjanen, started with the 
carpeting selections available to all 
Greenfields' purchasers. 


"We decided on a spring and sunshine

loor level. The exact location of such outlets shall be determined by the 
Fire Chief or his authorized agent. 


a. Wiring shall be 18 ANG Stranded twisted pair shielded to conduit 


not to exceed 1,000 feet in length from lobby (ground floor) station with 
shield on grounded lug and twisted pair on remaining lugs, observing 
polarity at each connection. 


b. Receptacles shall conform to N.E.M.A. L-5-15R weatherproof cor- 


rosion resistant receptacle with snap type waterproof cover and color 
coded yellow. If installation is not flush mounted, a waterproof enclosure 
shall be provided. 


3. Emergency lighting circuit shall be provided for all exit signs and 


n all corridors, stairwells, basements, assembly rooms, and any other 
mblic areas. Such lighting shall conform to the requirements of the 
National Fire Codes hereinbefore adopted. 


E. Blueprints 
1. Prior to the issuance of any building permit all plans, specifica- 


tions and blueprints for all construction shall be approved by th* Bureau 
of Fire Prevention. 


2. All such blueprints shall conform to the requirements specified In 


'The Lite Safety Code," National Fire Protection Association Pamphlet 
No. 101. 


F. Smoke Hatches 


Smoke hatches shall be provided In all stairways. Such hatches shall be 


activated by automatic smoke detection devices. 


G. Miscellaneous 
1. All stairways, shafts, corridors, boiler or furnace rooms, laundry 


rooms, storage rooms, trash rooms, janitor closets, mechanical equip- 
ment rooms shall be completely enclosed and fire rated at no less than 
two hours. 


2. One smoke proof tower shall be provided on all buildings ex- 


ceeding six (6) stories hi height. 


SECTION TWENTY-NINE. Special Regulation* for the Installation «f 


Underground Flammable Liquid Sorage Tanks or the Construction *i 
Other Buildings near such Existing Tanks. 


A. No service station tank or tank for the storage of gasoline motor 


fuel, or other flammable liquid shall hereafter be erected, built, con- 
structed, or installed within the corporate limits of the Fire District by 
any person, firm or corporation when the type of, number of, and/or 
capacity of such storage tanks does not meet the requirements for same 
as prescribed by the ordinances of the Fire District or when such tank 
tself shall be installed within 300 feet from any tunnel or shaft air or 
escape shaft for a mine, school, church, hospital or public hall. 


B. No tunnel or shaft, air or escape shaft for a mine, school, church, 


lospltal or public hall shall hereafter be erected, built constructed or 
installed within the corporate limits of the Fire District by any person, 
firm or corporation where the location of such proposed tunnel or shaft, 
air or escape shaft for a mine, school, church, hospital or public hall is 
within 300 feet from any existing service station tank or tanks for th* 
storage of gasoline, motor fuel or other flammable liquid. 


C. The distances herelnabove enumerated shall be measured from 


the near edges of such tanks in all directors tc the nearest point of such 
tunnel or shaft, air or escape shaft for a mine, school, church, hospital or 
public hall. 


D. "Public Hall" as used In this Section means any building or struc- 


ture which is used at any time for public meetings or the assembling of 
people tor purposes of amusement Instruction or religious worship. 


SECTION THIRTY. Ventilation Panels. All buildings of a controlled 


atmosphere design, having non-operable windows or no windows at all, 
shall be constructed with the Fire Department ventilation panels at all 
floor levels at locations determined by the Chief of the Fire Prevention. 
Bureau. 


SECTION THIRTY-ONE. Conflict with Other Ordinances. Nothing tn 


this Article III shall be deemed to conflict with any other law or ordi- 
nance of the Fire District or any such regulations contained In this 
Ordinance. 
SECTION THIRTY-TWO. IMsMct. Wherever In this ordinance th* 


word "district" or "Fire District" is used, the same shall mean th* ELK 
GROVE RURAL FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT. 


SECTION THIRTY-THREE. Chief. Wherever th* word "chief or 


'flre chief or "Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention" is used in thlsi 
ordinance, the same shall mean the Chief, or his duly authorized repre- 
sentative of that Fire Department which services the ELK GROVE RUR- 
AL FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT under contract for any and all fire 
fighting, fire protection, fire prevention and emergency operations. 


SECTION THIRTY-FOUR. Fire Department. Wherever the word 


"fire department" is used in this ordinance, the same shall mean that 
fire department servicing the ELK GROVE RURAL FIRE PROTECTION 
DISTRICT under contract for any and all Ure lighting, lire protection, 
fire prevention and emergency operations. 


SECTION THIRTY-FIVE. Fire Lanes. Wherever the word "flr« lane" 


Is used in this ordinance, the same shall mean any public or private 
street alley, driveway, roadway, accessway or easement of access, 
whether paved or unpaved, that is kept, maintained, or intended to pro- 
vide ingress and egress for fire fighting vehicles and equipment to or 
from any building structure, or fire hydrant. A "fire lane" may be 
publicly dedicated or located wholly or partly on or over private proper- 
ty. 


SECTION THIRTY-SIX. Penalties. 
A. Any person, firm, or corporation who shall violate any of the 


provisions of the code hereby adopted or fail to comply with any order 
made thereunder, or who shall build in violation of any detailed state- 
ment or specifications or plans submitted and approved thereunder, or 
any certificate or permit issued thereunder and from which no appeal 
has been taken, or who shall fail to comply with such an order as 
affirmed or modified by the Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau or by a. 
court of competent jurisdiction, within the time fixed herein, shall sev- 
erally for each and every such violation and noncompliance respectively, 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than $10.00 
nor more than $200 or by imprisonment for not less than ten days nor 
more than six months, or both such line and imprisonment The imposi- 
tion of one penalty for any and all such persons, firms or corporations 
shall be required to correct such violations or defects within a reasonablo 
time; and when not otherwise specified, each ten da>s prohibited condi- 
tions are maintained shall constitute a separate offense. 


B. The application of the above penalty shall not be held to prevent! 


the enforced removal of prohibited conditions. 
SECTION THIRTY-SEVEN. That the Fire Department of that munic- 


ipality contracting with the ELK GROVE RURAL FIRE PROTECTION 
DISTRICT for the rendering of fire protection, flre prevention, emergen- 
cy and other services be and Is hereby authorized to enforce and carry 
out the purpose and intent of that Fire Prevention and Building Code 
heretofore adopted in Section One hereinabove and, for the purpose of 
construing said Code, shall be considered the Department of the ELK 
GROVE RURAL-FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT. 


SECTION THIRTY-EIGHT. That this Ordinance shall be In full fore* 


and effect from and after its approval, passage and publication in the 
manner provided by law.

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Social Security Administration needs help 
Information on aged sought 


The Social Security Administration is 


asking for help In getting information to 
people who may be eligible for Supple- 
mental Security Income for the aged, 
blind, or disabled, according to Norman 
R. Thoresen, manager of the Arlington 
Heights Social Security Office. 


Although payments will not begin until 


January, 1974, potential eligibility is 
being established now for many persons. 
"We are concerned that there might be 
people who will not hear or know about 
the program," states Mr. Thoresen. Indi- 
viduals and organizations active with 
low-Income people are requested to help 
pass the word." 


The basic idea of this new Federal pro- 


gram, according to Mr. Thoresen, is to 
assure a minimum income level for 
people 65 or over, or blind, or disabled, 
who do not have sufficient income and re 
sources to maintain a standard of living 
at the established Federal minimum in- 
come level. Eligible people with no other

Income at all will have a baste cash In- 
come of at least $130 a month for one 
person and $195 for a couple. Income, 
either earned or unearned, will reduce 
the payments. No lien will be placed on a 
person's property. 


The Federal Supplemental Security In- 


come payments will be made by the So- 
cial Security Administration but financed 


by Federal general tax revenues. 


If you know of someone who needs fi- 


nancial help and is not now getting pub- 
lic assistance, tell them about the new 
program," urges Mr. Thoresen.

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Rouladen and spaetzle 


A typical Sunday dinner for the Breit family 


by LOIS SEILER 


Rouladen and spaetzle are to Germans 


what fried chicken and mashed potatoes 
were to Americans for many yean — the 
typical Sunday dinner. But many Ameri- 
cans consider ethnic cuisine a treat, es- 
pecially when it is prepared with the au- 
thenticity of an expert such as Gretchen 
Breit of Palatine. 


Concocting the specialties of her ances- 


tors comes naturally to Gretchen. Al- 
though she enjoys all types of cooking, 
German dishes please her husband, 
Heinz, who was born in Germany. 
Guests, too, enjoy her German dishes. 


Rouladen is made with thin pieces of 


round steak roiled up with bacon and on- 
ion Coated with flour and browned well, 
the beef rolls are simmered in bouillon 
until tender. According to Gretchen, 


rouladen Is even better made e day 
ahead and tastes delicious with spaetzle 
or potato dumplings and red cabbage. 


Gretchen uses a spaetzle maker for 


these miniature dumplings, but a colan- 
der with large holes may be substituted. 
Spaetzle can be made ahead and heated 
before serving. 


Gretchen recommends* re-heating them 


in boiling water if served with the savory 
rouladen gravy. If spaetzle is used to ac- 
company a plain meat, It may be re- 
heated in butter or served topped with 
buttered bread crumbs. 


On a recent trip to Germany, the 


Breits acquired an appetizer recipe from 
Gretchen's cousin. Called Zwiebelkuchen 
(onion cake), it may be served as a ca- 
nape or as an accompaniment for a main 


GERMAN DISHES are typical fare 
spaehle and Beinenstich cake are a

salad for a luncheon or Sunday night 
supper. 


ZWIEBELKUCHEN COULD be likened 


to a German pizza. Made in « jelly roll 
pan, rich yeast dough is used for the 
crust. This is covered with a mixture of 
grated cooked potatoes, eggs and sour 
cream, topped by sauteed onions and 
crisp bacon. After the Zwiebelkuchen has 
risen and baked, it is cut In small 
squares for serving. The light potato 
mixture bakes down, and the onion and 
bacon are the dominant flavor of this ap- 
pealing cake, according to Gretchen. 


From the time they were married, 


Gretchen heard Heinz rave about his 
mother's Bienenstich Cake. When his 
parents came to live in America 18 years 
ago, Heinz' mother taught Gretchen how 
to make this cake, and she, in turn, has 
passed the recipe on to her daughters. 


Translated, Bienenstich means "bee 


sting" because the cake is sweet enough 
to attract bees. The same rich yeast 
dough recipe used to make the Zwie- 
belkuchen forms the basic oake which is 
topped by an almond glaze that becomes 
candy-like when baked. When cool, it is 
cut in squares which are sliced horizon- 
tally and fined, sandwich-fashion, with a 
rich vanilla creme. It is an elegant des- 
sert for any occasion. 


Cooking is Gretchen's favorite hobby, 


but she finds time for additional activi- 
ties such as Faith Circle at Bethel Lu- 
theran Church, and Palatine Homemak- 
ers. The Breits have two married daugh- 
ters, MeMnda (Mrs. David) Rydln, of Des 
Moines, la., and Alison (Mrs. Date) 
Johnson, of Palatine, and one grand- 
daughter. 


ROULADEN 


3 slices top round steak 


sliced as thin as possible 
Bacon 
Chopped raw onion 
Salt and pepper 
Flour 
3 tablespoons fat 
1 can beef bouillon or consomme 
% cup water 


Trim fat from round steak and pound 


with meat mallet. Out each slice of meat 
into 3 to 4 pieces and place % slice raw 
bacon on each. Sprinkle with chopped on- 
ion and a bit of salt and pepper. Roll 
each piece up like a jelly roll and fasten 
with toothpicks. Roll In flour. 


Heat fat in a large, heavy skillet. 


Brown beef rolls on all sides. Remove 
from pan and fry any leftover cut onions. 
Add beef bouillon and water Bring to a 
boil, scraping bottom and sides to loosen 
all particles clinging to pan. Place roula- 
den in gravy and simmer, covered, one 
hour or until meat is tender. 


When rouladen is finished, remove 


again from pan and add a roux made 
from one tablespoon flour and one table- 
spoon butter and about one cup liquid 
from the pan. Return this to pan and 
check seasonings Simmer, stirring, until 
gravy is smooth and thick. Add rolls 
again to heat. Serve with spaetzle or po- 
tato dumplings. Serves 4 to 6. 


SPAETZLE 


3 cups flour 
4 eggs, beaten 


About 1 cup lukewarm water 


1 teaspoon salt 


Combine flour, salt, beaten eggs and % 


cup water. Mix well and add just enough 
more water to make a thick dough that 
does not stick to the bowl. 


Bring two quarts water and 1 teaspoon 


salt to a boil. Have a bowl of cold salted 
water ready. Put dough through spaetzle 
maker (or press through a colander with 


large holes using a wooden spoon) and 
let drop into a wire basket placed in the 
boiling water. Return to boiling and stir 
spaetzle with a fork When they are all 
floating, about five minutes, lift basket 
out and dip briefly into cold water. Re- 
peat until dough is used up. Reheat 
spaetzle by pan frying them in butter or 
returning them to boiling water for a 
minute. They may be frozen and re- 
heated in the same manner. (Do not fry 
in butter if serving a gravy.) 


If desired, buttered bread crumbs may 


be sprinkled over the top. Make these by 
melting % pound butter until slightly 
brown. Stir in one cup breadcrumbs. 
Sprinkle over top of spaetzle. 


RICH YEAST DOUGH 


1 package active dry yeast 
% cup warm water 
4 cups flour 
% teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons sugar 
% pound solid margarine 
% cup milk 
3 egg yolks 
Dissolve yeast in warm water. 
Sift flour, salt and sugar together. Cut 


in margarine with a pastry blender as 
you would for pie dough 


Scald milk and cool. Then add the egg 


yolks and warm yeast to cooled milk. 
Add this mixture to flour-margarine mix- 
ture and stir well. Cover and place in 
refrigerator overnight.

The natural cook 


Getting back to basics 
with nutritional grains 


.. by LOIS CLAYPOOL 


With the coat of food skyrocketing these days, one way to cope is to get back 


to basics when we shop. 


We've been cooking less and less with basic staples since convenience foods 


were introduced after World War II. 


It's easier than you might think to make good food "from scratch." And while 


you're doing it, to make that food extra nutritious. And that's what this column is 
all about. 


One of the best places to start is with whole grains, like oatmeal, buckwheat, 


barley, or whole wheat. These foods are rich in B vitamins and minerals. When 
combined with milk and eggs in baked foods or casseroles, they provide a good 
amount of protein. 


Many grains can be used like commercial products of the hamburger extender 


category, but you must add your own seasoning. When you consider the price of 
prepacked hamburger extender that is used up at one meal, and compare that 
* >'h the cost of a whole box of oatmeal which costs about 50 cents, you can see 
(I 
-'ds are in favor of making dishes from scratch.

You can see adding this amount when you make meat loaf or tuna casserole 


doesn't change the recipe appreciably, but adds worthwhile nutrition. 


When baking, it's good to use whole grains, too. Whole wheat flour offers more 


nutrition than white enriched flour, although the end result will be a bit heavier. 


Full-fat soy flour has even more to offer in the way of vitamins, minerals and 


protein, but it should be used only as a booster — that is only for a small part of 
your flour, perhaps one-fourth, as it has a different flavor and texture from wheat.

This potluck sandwich stacks-up 


Sometimes friends drop in unexpect- 


edly, conversation lively and before any- 
one realizes it, it's time to eat. At that 
time your potluck, as a hostess, is very 
good if you have a loaf of bread, some 
leftover ham or bacon and a piece of 
cheese.

With these basics you can make a 


tempting Lord Sandwich Loaf — but-, 
tered slices of bread layered with sliced 
cheese and ham or fish or meat spread, 
then skewered together to be baked in a 
moderate oven. The cheese melts, the 
bread gets toasty and brown and the, 
creation Irresistable. If you raid the sup- 
ply shelf or refrigerator you'll probably 
find olives, celery, pickles or enough 
leafy greens to make a salad to accom- 
pany the Lord Sandwich Loaf. 


Cheese Fondue can be made even 


more quickly. The following recipe 


makes enough fondue for four snackers. 
if you have a fondue pot, transfer the 
cooked fondue to it and center it on the 
bridge table with thick bite-size squares 
of bread and four forks. This is a very 
chummy 'supper: everyone spears a 
piece of bread and dunks it in the Fond- 
ue, then eats it immediately. Or, of 
.course, you can divide the fondue among 
four heated bouillon cups or sauce dishes, 
served, on a plate with a generous portion 
of bread cubes. 


LORD SANDWICH LOAF 


16slices (lib.) firm 


textured white bread

Bake in a preheated moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 20 minutes or un- 
til hot and cheese is melted. Serve with a 
green salad. Yield: 8 portions.

Easy cheese, rice dish 


a plus for meatless menus 


Are you trying to plan one, two, per- 


haps three meatless dinners a week? 
Finding meat substitutes is not difficult 
— cheese, eggs, milk, nuts and dried 
beans are but a few. And the cheese 
counter alone has dozens of varieties to 
choose from. 


The difficulty, as with most meal plan- 


ning, is coming up with some attractive 
and delicious meatless dishes after 
you've exhausted the macaroni and 
cheese and mushroom omelets. 


Here to make your job easier is a good 


and versatile cheese-rice dish. It's versa- 
tile because for those days you're plan- 
ning a meat serving, the spicy summer 
rice becomes an excellent side dish as 
well. It's spicy and colorful with green 
chives, olives and tomato chunks plus it 
includes a full two cups of shredded 
Cheddar cheese.

We waste the resource of youth

its young.)

Not long ago in Maryland a 10-year-old 


boy took over a paper route from a 
friend. When he told his parents about 
the new enterprise, they were outraged. 


In the ensuing argument, the boy's 


mother slapped him and his dad threat- 
ened to cut out his allowance if "you 
ever do anything so foolish again." 


Defeated, the lad quit the route and 


returned to his former life: watching TV 
or reading comic books each day after 
school.. 


Such is the stuff of the generation gap. 
There was a time when children could 


be of use to their society. In the large- 
ly rural and agrarian America of a cen- 
tury ago, children were expected to as- 
sume mature responsibilities. 


THEY HELPED on the farm, or got 


Jobs to supplement the family income. 
True, some were exploited, others bruta- 
lized in sweat shops, but historians say 
they had a sense of worth and accom- 
plishment that is all but totally lacking 
in the nation of the seventies. 


Today, says child advocate and'author 


Eda Leshane, there are few demands put 
on a child's own inventiveness and in- 
dustry. A 7-year-old goat herder had 
something to offer in the 18th century, 
but his latter-day contemporaries are 
thought too delicate for work, too young 
for responsibility. 
' 


"We push them to excel in school or 


sports." grumps a Washington pediatri- 
cian, "but it's considered folly or unkind 
to £hre them anything else to do." 


AFFLUENCE and comfort are appar- 


ently the key culprits in this conspiracy 
against children. Richard Boone of the 
child-oriented Robert Kennedy Founda- 
tion says that more and more America 
looks on its children not as producers but 
as consumers. 


"We want them to stay in school, be- 


cause that way they'll remain off the la- 
bor market, And we want them to spend 
their parents' money." The function of 
youth today, Boone adds, is not to earn 
but to spend. "This is why adults are 
charged $3 for a Pablo Casals memorial 
recital, and kids $8 for a rock concert." 


To be sure, the kids have plenty of 


cash. Surveys by Gilbert Youth Research 
indicate the nation's 28 million teenagers 
alone spend $15 billion annually; 90 per 
cent own radios, 86 per cent own record 
players, 22 per cent own automobiles. 
More important, they influence their par- 
ents on even bigger spending; Gilbert 
says perhaps 89 per cent of all cars and 
vacations purchased in the United States 
are inspired by kiddie comments. 


THE MONEY is predominantly adult- 


earned. But this is in keeping with the 
protectionist theory of modern child 
rearing. Weekly allowance is Father's 
way of telling the world he's doing bet- 
ter for his kid than was done for him. By 
the same token, a kid with plenty of leis- 
ure time, who doesn't "have to" work, Is 
another indication of parental success. 


There is, of course, no fair reason to 


sniff at parents who want better lives for 
their children. Nor do any save primi- 
tives wish a return to the days when chil- 
dren marched to the coal mines with pop 
and grandpop. 


Yet many observers feel the pendulum 


has swung too £tr to the side of comfort, 


to the detriment of the sheltered child. 
Psychologist Richard Farson says that 
since money is power, and also a mea- 
sure of human independence, children by 
right should be allowed access to fair 
and decent employment; this way they 
"can exploit the system rather than be 
exploited by it." 


BUT EMPLOYMENT is only a small 


piece of the problem facing subjugated 
and over-protective children today. The 
larger word is: responsibility. 


Many child advocates believe it simply 


isn't wise to keep youngsters under 
wraps for 16 to 18 years and then sudden- 
ly dump them into the competitive world. 
Says an official with the U.S. Office of 
Child Development: 


"We see what happens in every walk 


of life. In the number of young marrieds 
who get divorces, in the number of 
yountsters who welch on debts, in the 
number of suddenly grown up people who 
become alcoholics — they find it hard to 
adjust in the real world, it's a lot of hit 
and miss." 


Better, the advocates say, that kids 


pick up experience as they mature. But 
how can they when the adults in control 
rule otherwise? Recently a band of Boy 
Scouts volunteered to clean up the litter 
in a national park, but permission was 
refused because the park staff was 
unionized. 


CHILDREN WHO attempt to enter the 


administrative dialogue of their schools 
are usually ignored and in some cases 
disciplined. 


The Kennedy Foundation's Boone says 


the old canal which cuts through Wash- 
ington, now in disuse, would 'be an ideal 
rehabilitation project for are% youths 


but: "I'd hate to try to cut through the 
red tape." 


Boone says adults, including adults in 


positions to 'help, are simply not willing 
to listen to the ideas of kids. This, too, 
roots in the theory that kids should not 
be doers but learners in custody. Even 
the synonym for children — waifs, brats, 
wards — expose an adult prejudice of 
superiority. 


And no doubt the opinion is only 


strengthened when, as in the late 1960s, 
some youth blew their opportunity at re- 
sponsibility with excesses and arrogance. 
As a Washington police official remem- 
bers it, "The rowdies only reinforced the 
opinion kids should be seen but not 
heard." 


INDEED, THE giving of responsibility 


would carry no guarantee of thoughtful 
use. Perhaps the only absolute fact to 
come out of centuries of child studies is 
that kids are every bit as imprudent as 
non-kids. Yet this is no excuse for keep- 
ing them, as psychologist Farson puts it, 
"prisoners of childhood." 


Reason dictates that as the world turns 


more rapidly its inhabitants need as 
much head start as possible to keep from 
falling behind. 


• Children, says family specialist Ed- 
ward Zigler, <are not nearly as fragile nor 
as stupid as adults have condemned 
them to be, Rather they are an enormous 
(72 million under 18) and potentially rich 
human resource still under the over- 
burden of parental and societal intoler- 
ance. 


A mind is too precious a thing to 


waste, at whatever age, and a nation 
that continues such squander, does so at 
its present and especially its future peril.

Tips for those with infants 


Dear Dorothy: This is for all those 


with new infants at home — or are at the 
stage where they soon will have one. I 
have four from six months to five years. 


There are two bottles on my shelf that 


have been invaluable ever since the first 
baby arrived. They are cream of tartar 
and monosodium glutamate. I sterilize 
my bottles by the terminal method and 
always sprinkle two or three teaspoons of 
cream of tartar into the water that the 
bottles are being sterilized in. This pre- 
vents white film from forming on the 
outside of the bottles. The monosodium 
glutamate is used for removing formula 
stains, I dampen the stains and rub the 
crystals in with my fingers, 


Then I wash the article with the rest of 


the baby clothes.

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Before you build a swim 
pool, beware of pitfalls 


Planning to Install a swimming pool in 


your back yard this summer? It can be a 
nerious pitfall for consumers unless pre- 
cautions are taken. 


First, find out what permits are re- 


quired where you live. In this area you 
will probably need both a village and a 
county permit from the building depart- 
ments of those Jurisdictions, plus a per- 
mit from the county health department. 
If you install a pool without the proper 
permits, the courts can order it dis- 
mantled. 


Second, exercise great care in select- 


ing a contractor from whom to buy a 
pool, b e c a u s e fraud and mis- 
representation abound in this market. 


According to the Illinois attorney gen- 


eral, swimming pool contractors must be 
registered with the county. Pools in- 
stalled by disreputable, unregistered con- 
tractors may be so shoddily constructed 
that faulty wiring or grounding could 
cause injury or death. 


IN ADDITION TO checking a con- 


tractor's registration, consumers should 
beware of "balt-and-switch" advertise- 
ments, common in the swimming pool 
market. Find out exactly what size pool 
and equipment the advertised price cov- 
ers. Does it include such necessary ex- 
tras as pumps, filters, etc., and are they 
adequate for the size of the pool? What 
are the guarantees? What about down 
payment and completion date? 


The Federal Trade Commission 


recently Issued complaints against sev- 
eral New York swimming pool con- 
tractors, alleging false advertising and 
deceptive sates tactics. The firms' adver- 
tisements allegedly were made for the 
purpose of obtaining leads and then sell- 
ing a higher priced pool, misrepresented 
that the pools would never need mainte- 
nance and that they were unconditionally 
guaranteed and misrepresented their 
regular price as a "sale" price available 
for a limited time only. 


THE ILLINOIS Consumer Fraud Office 


has investigated some Chicago area 
swimming pool firms and has entered 
into litigation in some cases. Consumers 
who suspect that a pool contractor is

vices should report it to the consumer 
fraud agency (attorney general's office).

Gardening boom delays deliveries 


I'm having a devil of a time getting 


some of my mail order seeds and other 
gardening supplies this year. How about 
you? 


A quick check with some of my gar- 


dening chums and the students in my or- 
ganic gardening class revealed that this 
is the norm this year. The interest in 
gardening in 1974 is beyond any nursery- 
man's wildest expectations. 


I ordered 5,000 white Bermuda onion 


plants from Shumway Nursery in Rock- 
ford, SI. about March 3, for mid-April 
delivery and never even got a response, 
although they did send me my 500 aspa- 
ragus plants. Five separate long distance 
phone calls produced just a busy signal. 
I can't get a piddfy mushroom-spawning 
kit from Gurney Seed Co. either. 


ALLGROVE NURSERY in North Wil- 


mington, Mass., told me they cannot sup- 
ply the wildflowers I ordered and are 
"all sold out" until next year. The Plant 
Oddities Club send me some carnivorous 
plants, but I think (hey ate the postal 
authorities because I never got them. 
Things are tough all over. 


Nurseries and seed companies are 


sending out orders piecemeal in an at- 
tempt to appease customers. 


I received the following mimeographed 


note in the mail from Gurney Seed Co.: 


"Please don't be mad! Your order Is 


arriving more slowly than we like. We're 
very sorry for the delay. We know you 
have a right to be mad." Gurney says 
they are delighted with the gardening re- 
vival that has occurred this year, but 
that the sudden "planting explosion" 
caught them "off guard." 


"Please don't hold it against us," they 


write, "and let us show you next spring 


LWV elects new officers 


that we wiH do better. Please let us know 
if anything arrives in less than perfect 
shape, so we can make it right with you. 
Thanks for your patience, the Folks at 
Gurney's." 


GURNEY says their people are work- 


ing "around-the-clock" to dig more 
plants, package more seed, and ship it 
out. I know what they must be going 
through. I can see two production men, 
one saying to the other, "I haven't had 
any sleep in three days." 


"I havent either," says the other guy, 


"but I'm not in as bad shape as you are. 
You look like a raccoon with those 
circles under your eyes. You should 
knock off and take a rest." 


"I can't," says the first fellow. "I've 


just got to get three more petunia seeds 
in this package — and that package of 
mushroom spawn ready for that crabby 
garden writer." 


The "planting explosion" as Gurney 


calls it, is one reason why nurserymen 
tell their mail order customers to order 
early. They even give discounts and bo- 
nuses to entice gardeners to order early 
... because in the back of the mind of 
every seedsman and nurseryman is the 
nightmare that they will be buried in 
spring orders. And the nightmare came 
true this year. 


But the real problem is human nature. 


People buy garden supplies when they 
are in the right mood. You can't get 
most people to order when it's cold, 
dreary, snowy, foggy, rainy or overcast. 
Let the temperature hit 70, the birds 
start singing and the sun comes out and 
gardeners all have a one-track mind. 


Several years back, I was advertising 


manager for Charles Klehm and Son 
Nurseries. I used to tell the late Carl 
Klehm that I could sell anything with the 
right words in my ads. And he'd simply

The local nurseries have ampfe stocks of 
the varieties they have selected for sale 
(I hope). 


2) You also might try ordering from 


one of the smaller nurseries from which 
fewer people order — and get a fast re- 
sponse like I did. 


Finally, you can make a pest of your- 


self with the mailman, and wait, wait, 
wait, for those big mail order nursery- 
men's goodies to arrive.

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Tax anticipation warrants considered 
Late Lake County tax funds 
may force village to borrow 


by JOE FRANZ 


The delay in property tax collections in 


Lake County Buffalo Grove may force 
the village to borrow money to pay its 
bills. 


Village Treasurer Robert Collins said 


Tuesday that cash in the village general 
fund has become low in recent weeks 
and may necessitate the sale of tax an- 
ticipation warrants. 


Tax anticipation warrants essentially 


are loans taken out by a municipality. 
The municipality then uses money from 
its next tax collection to pay off the war- 
rants. 


Collins said the shortage of operating 


cash in the general fund can be directly 
attributed to the delay in collecting taxes 
in the Lake County section of the village. 


There is currently a dispute in Lake 


County over assessment practices and 
until the matter is settled no tax money 
will be disbursed to municipalities, 
school districts and other taxing bodies. 


EUGENE BZDAWAKA, deputy Lake 


County clerk, said Wednesday, it will be 
at least late September before any Lake 
County tax money is given to the village. 
If the matter ends up going to court, as 
he has been threatened by the Lake 
County state's attorney, the village prob- 
ably would not get any tax money this 
year, he said. 


Collins said the village has enough 


cash on hand to meet its next payroll, 
but is not sure whether it can meet the 
one after that. He said the village is not 
overextended financially, but has a cash 
flow problem because of the delay in tax 
collections. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


village would have no problems meeting 
expenses if it was to receive the tax 
money on time. "Because of matters be- 
yond our control we won't be getting 
Lake County tax money until at least Oc- 
tober," he said. 


"The village in no way has done any- 


thing wrong," he continued. "It has al- 
ways followed sound financial principles 
and is in no way responsible for the cur- 
rent situation," 


By law, government agencies can sell 


tax anticipation warrants to a maximum 
equal to 75 per cent of the anticipated 
tax revenue. Larson said the village ex- 
pects to get about $102,000 in property 
taxes in Lake County this year which 
means it could sell a maximum of 
$76,500 worth of tax anticipation war- 
rants. 


THE VILLAGE staff has been directed 


to study the general fund cash flow and 
determine whether the village will need 


Trustee hits public finance talk 


Buffalo Grove Trustee Edward Osnion 


was highly critical of other officials 
Tuesday night for discussing the village's 
financial problems at an open meeting. 


Osmon criticized Village Treasurer 


Robert Collins when Collins told those at- 
tending that general fund revenue is 
down and the village may have to sell 
tax anticipation warrants to pay its bills. 


"If that's a possibility, it should be 


looked into," Osmon said. "But why is it 
necessary to discuss this matter in front 
of the press?" 


"Now there will be a story about this 


in the paper and we don't even know if 
we'll have to go this route. It will alarm 
residents for no reason," he said. 


Collins told Osmon he feels the matter 


to go to tax anticipation warrants., They 
also will notify various lending in- 
stitutions to find out how much money 
can be loaned to the village and at what 
interest rate. 


Larson said interest rates on the war- 


rants usually is cheaper than on regular 
bank loans. He said the village should 
have no problem paying back the loan 
and interest after the Lake County tax 
money is released. 


The tax anticipation warrants, Larson 


said, will not cause a tax increase. He 
said the village will be able to meet its 
expenses under current tax rates provid- 
ing it gets the Lake County tax money. 
Larson added that a tax increase at this 
time would not remedy the present situ- 
ation because the village would not get 
the additional revenue until next year. 


Larson said there is an outside chance 


the village can avoid tax anticpation 
warrants if a lot of building construction 
takes place this summer. In the event of 
a big building year, be said, the village 
will sell a lot of building permits to de- 
velopers and may 'be able to meet ex- 
penses wtih that revenue. 


LAST YEAR the village witnessed a 


slow building year, but Larson said he 
expects it to pick up this year. He said 
the village will know by July whether 
building permit fees will be able to carry 
it through until the next tax collection. 


If the village comes up slightly short of 


needed revenues, Larson said it could in- 
stitute a number of cutbacks on a tem- 
porary basis. The cutbacks would be lift- 
ed after tax revenue is collected. If that

The program was implemented this se- 


mester through the cooperation of Wheel- 
ing High School, Dist. 21 and Omni- 
House: Youth Services Bureau. It is part 
of the counseling agency's effort to pro- 
vide teenagers with opportunities for 
various kinds of community service. 


The WHS students spend an hour daily 


in the schools, tutoring youngsters, su- 
pervising educational games and gener- 
ally assisting teachers wherever they are 
needed. 


For their work in the schools, the stu- 


dents get a half credit toward graduation 
and experience in the classroom useful in 
making a decision on a career in educa- 
tion. 


Sue Hodes and Joy Cash, both Wheel- 


Ing seniors, are among the 21 students 
who enrolled in the program 
last 


January. They have been working at 
Tarkington School in Wheeling. 


THE EXPERIENCE has strengthened 


Miss Hodes' desire to work with children 
professionally, she said. 


"I know now that I want to teach or go 


into some kind of child care," she com- 
mented. "I thought I'd get into this to 
find out nowinstead of waiting until I got 
to college to find out what I wanted to 
do." 


Similarly, Miss Williard said working 


at Tarkington has helped her make up 
her mind on a career in elementary edu- 
cation. 


Besides gaining something from the 


teaching experience themselves, the 
WHS students are helping the Tarkington 
staff to provide better education for the 
children they're working with, according 
to Paul McKown, Tarkington principal. 


"The purpose of this whole thing is 


really two-fold," McKown explained. 
"We want to give these kids some first- 
hand experience in the classroom and 
secondly, they're really here to benefit 
us, too. They've helped us to further indi- 
vidualize our instructional program." 


McKOWN HAD HIGH praise for the 


four WHS students who have worked at 
Tarkington in both the primary and in- 
termediate grades and the learning cen- 
ter. 


"These kids have the kind of depend- 


ability that has made the program work 
out beautifully," he said. "They're ma- 
ture kids that seem to have warmth and 
empathy for the children." 


Part of that empathy may have been 


developed through training sessions con- 
ducted every other Tuesday for partici- 
pants in the program by Joann Ben- 
edetto, Omul-House social worker. 


Mrs. Benedetto, who supervises the 


community service program, conducts 
sessions to help students sharpen some of 
the skills necessary to effectively work 
with children. 


"We work on developing the ability to 


listen, to respond and I try to teach them 
how to identify when a child is acting out 
and alternatives to responding to that 
child," she said. "I also stress the impor- 
tance of providing positive feedback." 


ALTHOUGH Mrs. Benedetto said she 


does not attempt to give the students in- 
struction in actual teaching methods, 
many of the participants in the program 
are anxious for that kind of training and 
it may be offered next year. 


"I'm amazed at the depth of their in- 


quiries," Mrs. Benedetto said of the stu- 
dents. "Especially the recognition they 
have of child development. They're really 
asking for more training and we may 
provide more methods and techniques 
next fall." 


Mrs. Benedetto is hopeful that the pro- 


gram will be substantially expanded for 
the 1974-75 school year. Omni-House has 
applied for a federal grant of $20,000 with 
matching funds for the project. 


Describing the program as providing 


both learning-service experience for stu- 
dents, Mrs. Benedetto said, "There cer- 
tainly seems to be a need for this kind of 
volunteer in the community. Educators 
are becoming. I think, more sensitive to 
identifying problems and thus, there's a 
greater need for all kinds of help. The 
program has so many positive aspects 
that I just want to see it expanded to 
involve many more students." 
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Detective squad formed 
Burglaries 


Burglaries in Buffalo Grove have 


tripled during the first four months of 
this year as compared with the same 
four months last year. 


The 43 burglaries already reported this 


year are fast closing in on the total 62 
burglaries for all of 1973. 


At the current rate of just under 11 


burglaries a month, 1973*5 total could be 
passed by July. In an effort to stem this 
rising tide of burglaries, Police Chief 
Marry Walsh has instituted a major 
change within the police department. 
That change has been the recent creation 
of the department's first detective divi- 
sion. 


The detectives first directive has been 


to raise the department's burglary con- 
viction rate. That rate so far this year is 
11 per cent with eight juveniles and eight 
adults arrested for burglary. 


Sgt. Kenneth Blanchette has become 


the department's first detective and Pa- 
trolman Robert Quid will become the 
second detective later this month. Work- 
ing with Blanchette are the two youth 
officers, patrolmen Charles Weidner and 
Steve Halsley, who investigate juvenile 
crime. 


show increase over '73 


THE PROBLEM in the past, Blan- 


chette said, is that followup on a crime 
(investigation) would be done by the po- 
liceman who initially handled a case. It 
would be done on his own time or during 
his normal shift. Investigation "after 
hours" becomes costly in terms of over- 
time pay and the effort required to do a 
thorough job, Blanchette said. And in- 
vestigation during a policeman's normal 
shift takes time away from the police- 
man's other duties, he added. 


With the detective division a separate 


entity, the police officials believe there 
will be much more follow-through on 
crime. This should mean more burglar- 
ies solved and more arrests. 


The dramatic increase in burglaries so 


far this year is attributable to a number 
of causes, but the population increase of 
the village comes first to the minds of 
many policemen. For example, two de- 
velopments opened in the past year and 
there are several more about to open. 


A large number of the burglaries also 


occur at construction sites and involve 
items that a burglar cannot easily sell 
off. Blanchette estimated that probably 
40 per cent of the burglaries are of the 


construction type. 


ONLY TWO OF this year's burglaries 


are what Blanchette considered "profes- 
sional" jobs, those committed by persons 
who make their living as burglars. The 
two he mentioned were the theft of a 
typewriter and copier from a real estate 
office and this week's theft of $2,500 from 
a White Hen Pantry store. 


"A lot of them (burglars) are just kids 


or young adults out for a kick," Blan- 
chette said. "It's a spur-of-the-moment 
thing for them." 


Along these same lines, Blanchette 


said another reason for the increase in 
burglaries is that sometimes "the young 
ones go on a rampage and hit seven or 
eight places at a time." He said one 
youth was arrested this year for a series 
of seven separate burglaries. 


The youthful burglars steal items they 


can easily sell or dispose of, Blanchette 
said. Such items include cash, jewelry, 
radios and small televisions. Most such 
items are sold by the thieves themselves 
to friends or acquaintenances who are 
not about to probe too deeply the reason 
for the bargain price of a radio or stereo 
66t.

Dial-a-bus urged as a 'bail out9 


Dlal-a-bus service could help to bail 


out Arlington Heights' financially failing 
commuter bus lines, the president of 
Metron Systems Corp., Claude Luisada, 
indicated yesterday. 


Luisada said he has received hundreds 


of calls about dial-a-bus, but because of 
the company's financial plight, he has 
been unable to start the door-to-door bus 
service. 


Without an operating subsidy, bus ser- 


vice in Arlington Heights will end May 
31, he says. 


"This is a perfect opportunity for citi- 


zens, who feel that local public trans- 
portation is important enough that their 
tax money should be spent on it, to ex- 
press their feeling at village hall," Luis- 
ada said yesterday. 


A DEFINITE INDICATION from the

Zoners turn down proposal 
for heliport in village

The Wheeling Zoning Board rejected a 


proposal to allow heliports in the village 
when it recommended that village codes 
be amended to allow only helipads for 
emergency uses. 


After 3^2 hours of testimony and dis- 


cussion, the zoning board Tuesday voted 
5-1 in favor of establishing emergency 
helicopter landing sites. Comr. Roman 
Domas voted against the helipads, say- 
ing he did not want any helicopter facil- 
ities in the village, 


"I am really not for a heliport in the 


area," Domas said. "It may be good for 
other areas, but it's not good for Wheel- 
ing." 


If the village board upholds the zon- 


ing board's recommendations, it will be 
the third time since 1968 that the village 
has defeated Asplundh Tree Expert Co.'s 
attempts to have heliports allowed in 
Wheeling. 


ASPLUNDH WANTS TO operate a 


heliport at Milwaukee and Mayer ave- 
nues so it can do maintenance on its two 
helicopters, which are used to patrol util- 
ity tines In the Midwest, 


The hearing was scheduled after As- 


plundh vice president Earl Reynolds 
asked that village codes be amended to 
allow heliports, The village is footing the 
bill for the hearing since it involves the 
amendment of village codes. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon. an As- 


plundh employe, has said he will not par- 
ticipate in any discussion or decision on 
the heliport matter since it would be a 
conflict of interest. 


Zoning board members voting in favor 


of the helipads said they were convinced 
of the need for helicopter service in case 


of an emergency. Most said they had 
serious reservations about allowing com- 
mercial and private heliports, which 
would include storage, maintenance and 
fueling facilities. 


MORE THAN 55 residents attended the 


hearing, and large numbers protested, 
allowing either commercial or private 
heliports. Most noted Increased noise and 
safety factors in objecting to the heli- 
ports. Few, however, objected to allow- 
ing emergency helicopter facilities in the 
village. 


The zoning board had been scheduled 


to hear expert testimony on the pros and 
cons of heliports and helipads. No ex- 
perts, however, were present at the hear- 
ing, since none had been invited by the 
zoning board. 


As a result, the zoning board had no 


information on whether helicopter facil- 
ities would be necessary for a trauma 
center to be established at the proposed 
Wheeling branch of the Franklin Boule- 
vard Community Hospital. The board 
members finally got some information on 
the trauma centers when a resident, Lau- 
rel Anderson, 64 E. Strong St., called Lu- 
theran General Hospital, 


MRS. Anderson reported that Lutheran 


General does not maintain a heliport, but 
lands helicopters in the parking lot if 
necessary. She said such landings were 
rarely necessary, according to Lutheran 
General. 


Frank Wojek, chairman, dismissed the 


need for further expert testimony on the 
matter. He said that Reynolds had 
brought a helicopter pilot and represen- 
tative of the state division of aeronautics 
to the last heliport hearing. "If we did 


have them again, it would just be re- 
petious," he said. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer expressed 


similar sentiments when he said resi- 
dents had 'been invited to bring experts 
to the hearing. "Unfortunately, no one 
showed up," he said. 


Several residents said that Wheeling 


did not need heliports since Palwaukee 
Airport is located just south of the vil- 
lage limits. Reynolds, however, said Pal-

equipment is necessary. He said he had 
talked about the problem several times 
with George Priester, owner of the air- 
port. 


TWO OBJECTORS took exception with

Reynolds presented his case to the zon-

The Asplundh vice president then pro-

An anticipated tax rate drop for Dist. 


59 next year, coupled with anticipated 
state monies earmarked for tax relief 
may mean homeowners in the Elk Grove 
Township Elementary school district will 
be paying about 2.5 per cent less in taxes 
to support the district next year. 


The tax drop would mean a savings of 


about $8.40 to the owner of a $40,000 
home. 


The district's claim of $149,412 to the 


Capital Assistance Board has been ac- 
cepted, according to Supt. James Erviti. 
"If and when the money is received, the 
entire amount will go to the County 
Treasurer's office and will be used to re- 
duce the tax rate in the Dist. 59 bond and 
interest fund," said Erviti. 


Erviti said the money should mean a 


tax rate drop of at least three cents per 
$100 assessed valuation In the rate pro- 
jected in the 1974-75 preliminary budget 
for the school district of 48 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


THE BOND AND interest fund rate for 


the 1973-74 budget is estimated at 51 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, de- 
pending on the 1973 Elk Grove Township 
assessed valuation which won't be known 
for at least a month. 


The 3-cent drop in next year's proposed 


budget from this year's budget, coupled 
with the state money, expected to mean 
an additional 3-cent rate drop, would put 
next year's bond and Interest fund rate 
at 45 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


According to Erviti, the money from 


the state earmarked for tax relief is to 
be generated from the sale of bonds.

Baseball — from Little League to pro 


— is upon us and, as parents of current 
LHtle Leaguers, future pros, you better 
be well prepraed to attend games. 


There is a right way and a wrong way 


to attend local games. So as. not to em- 
barrass the first baseman — your son — 
you owe it to yourself to act right, dress 
right and. most important, memorize or- 
ganized baseball jargon. 


When you go to a game you are not a 


parent — you are a fan and it is impera- 
tive you act like a fan. You must be 
friendly to other parents, to the coaches 
and managers and especially to the boys. 
If you're a man you may swat a boy or 
two on the rump to show him he's okay. 
If you're a lady you can pull his visored 
cap down over his eyes — it's an affec- 
tionate move but much better than ruffl- 
ing his hair. 


Your clothing is also important. (After 


all you don't want some smart alec kid 
coming up to yours asking who's that 
funny looking lady wearing a dress and 
flitting on the top row of the bleachers.)

Pros replace volunteers 
for day-care planning

A citizens group planning a day-care 


center for preschool children from low- 
income families has been disbanded by 
Elk Grove Township officials. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall 


Monday told the board of auditors "pros 
(hired) on a contract basis" would take 
the place of volunteer citizens. 


"Our volunteers mean well and have 


given me some good ideas but they don't 
have the time to get deeply into the 
study necessary to form a center," Hall 
said. "For that job we need the help of 
'pros' — someone who has been in the 
business and knows what to do." 


Hall said the board of auditors would 


act as the governing board of the day- 
care centers and hire experts to run it. 


OWNERS OF THE Toy Box Day Care 


Centers, located in Elk Grove Village, 
Lake Zurich and Mount Prospect, and 
the Children's World day-care centers 
"have offered me invaluable advice and 
have indicated keen interest in running a 
center for the township," Hall said. 


Those on the now disbanded com- 


mittee, described by Hall as "experts in 
child care." when the committee was 
formed, are Bruce Newton, director, 
Northwest Opportunity Center, The Rev. 
David Crail. pastor of the Wesleyan 
Church of Elk Grove Village and head of 
a church care center; Jane Sroten for- 
merly with the Head Start program; M. 
S. Swanson psychologist, School Dist. 59; 
Jordan Rosen, director of the Elk Grove- 
Schaumburg Mental Health Center: Joan 
DiLeonardi, board president, Northwest 
Suburban Day Care Center, and Toy Box 
Center representatives. 


After several meetings during which ' 


its members were urged by Hall, "to 
move full steam ahead on selection of a 


nine-member governing 'board that would 
hire a director," Hall announced he 
wanted to meet individually with com- 
mittee members. 


AT MONDAY'S meeting Hall said, "I 


learned a lot from these individual meet- 
ings, mostly that everyone has a differ- 
ent idea about what should be done and 
how to do it. 


"I will not discount offers of advice 


from citizens, but this board of auditors 
will set up a not-for-profit corporation 
and then line up experts to run it," said 
Hall. 


The township will buy equipment to 


furnish the center, pay the rent on a se- 
lected site, and subsidize fees for low- 
income township residents who apply for 
care. 


"The center operators would get the 


students but it would be our responsi- 
bility to determine if they are eligible for 
partial fee reimbursement," said Hall. 


HALL SAID THIS approach would take 


the township out of a problem area of 
expanding federal revenue sharing funds 
to run the center. 


Hall said he 'believes the township 


could be challenged for spending federal 
funds for a day-care center "if we did it 
without expert advice. We know for sure 
we can spend money to help the poor and 
this way, we will do it right," said Hall. 


The board budgeted $50,000 for setting 


up a center. 


In Palatine Township,a citizens group, 


similar in makeup to the disbanded Elk 
Grove Township committee, acts as a 
governing board to their township center, 
in operation since September of 1973. 


The Palatine Township day-care center 


committee hired a director and staff who 
are responsible to the committee, not the 
board of auditors.

Iowa test scores in district higher 


by BOB GALLAS 


Iowa test scores went up slightly this 


year in Elk Grove Township School Dist. 
59. The only exception was the seventh 
grade, a school official reported Monday 
night. 


The scores are used by district admin- 


istrators to gauge basic student skills in 
a variety of areas. 


Irwin Stevenson, assistant superintend- 


ent for instruction, said, "As a district 
we should be pleased with test results in 
grades three through six." Based on data 
such as average IQ scores for the dis- 
trict, Stevenson said those grades as a 
whole are "doing what I predict them to 
do or more." 


In a report to the school board, Steven- 


son said the scores for 
elementary 


grades have been increasing since 1971, 
he added that the exception to that state- 
ment is in the third-grade area, which 
has dropped slightly during that time. 


STEVENSON CAME to Dist. 39 in 1971. 
"Fourth and fifth grades have shown 


gains in the areas of concern cited last 
year — language arts and math," said 
Stevenson. 


While the improvement in the fourth 


grade was slight, the fifth-grade level 
jumped from 5.7 to 6.0 in language skills 
and from 5.4 to 5.7 in math. 


Overall, Stevenson said average fourth- 


grade scores reached their highest level 
since 1969 with a 4.9 overall average. Av- 
erage scores for fourth and fifth graders, 
who took the test in March for their sev- 
enth month of school, would be 4.7 and 
5.7 respectively. While sixth-grade over- 
all scores went up slightly from 6.5 to 
6.6, junior high scores continued to de- 
cline at the seventh-grade level, accord-. 
ing to Stevenson. Seventh-grade average 
scores went from 7.6 to 7.5. The scores 
are down from 7.9 in 1968. 


Stevenson partially attributed the de- 


cline to one of five Dist. 59 junior high 
schools which did poorly on the test, 
dragging down the junior-high average 
somewhat. Stevenson did not name the 
junior high in question. 
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Seventh grade continued to be a prob- 


lem area, as test scores for children now 
in seventh grade have been going, down 
slightly for the last four years. 


THE IOWA TESTS are given annually 


in Dist. 59 to children in grades three 
through seven. Results of the tests are 
used by the administration to see how 
the students are doing as a whole in the 
area of basic skills. 


The tests gauge the skills in the areas 


of vocabulary, reading, language skills, 
work-study and mathematics. Language 
skills involved spelling, capitalization, 
punctuation and word usage. Work-study 
involves work with maps, graphs and 
other .references. 


According to Stevenson, the tests are 


followed up with individual tests in spe- 
cific areas. Meetings to discuss the re- 
sults between the-administration and'the 
principals, and principals and teachers 
also follow up tests results, Stevenson 
said. 


Test scores of individual students are

59 wrapup 
Acoustical work 
at Friendship OKd 


The Elk Grove Township elementary school board has ap- 


proved a proposal to correct acoustical problems at new 
Friendship Junior High in Des Plaines while planning to keep 
an eye on possible sound problems at other district schools. 


The board approved the hiring of the sound engineering 


firm of Bolt, Beranek and Newman Inc. to draw up specifica- 
tions, assist with the evaluation of bids and supervise the 
installation of acoustic treatment at the school. 


A four-phase plan has been recommended to correct the 


problem. The first step would be the installation of "white 
sound" or background noise in class areas through the 
school's speaker system. 


The school operates somewhat on the open concept, with 


four classes occupying each "pod!' area, 


The school, which was designed quiet to keep out outside 


noise such as landing aircraft at nearby O'Hare Airport, is so 
quiet that class noise is more noticeable. 


Phase II of the plan calls for the installation of more sound 


absorptive ceiling panels in one large group area, after which 
an evaluation of the success would take place. 


If the new ceiling panels do not solve the problem, step 


three calls for acoustical treatment and /or modification of 
wall surfaces in the area. 


The fourth phase of the plan calls for implementing the 


corrective measures in other areas of the academic section of 
the school. 


September of this year has been set as the target date for 


the Installation of the white sound. 


Supt. James Erviti warned the board that some other 


schools in the district have "as bad. if not worse acoustical 
problems." Erviti cited Juliette Low School in Arlington 
Heights, another open school, as being particularly noisy. The 
board took the superintendent's comments under advisement. 


Schools can borrow more 


The board approved an administration request to issue tax 


warrants up to the maximum level of 75 per cent. 


The tax warrants allow schools to borrow up to 75 per cent 


of their anticipated revenue to meet current expenses. The 
board had earlier approved a borrowing level maximum of 65 
percent. 


Supt. James Erviti said it was expected all along that build- 


ing fund needs for the current year would exceed the 65 per 
cent level and now it appears that the educational fund will 
surpass that level slightly. 


Two bid requests OKd 
• 


The board approved two requests to bid Monday while two 


others died for a lack of motion. The administration was 
granted approval to seek bids for $20,000 worth of carpeting 
for Devonshire, Einstein, Rupley and Hopkins schools under 
the 1973-74 building fund budget. Also approved was a request 
to bid for about $17,000 worth of maintenance uniforms and 
mops out of the 1974-75 budget. 


Requests to bid for $8,000 worth of plexiglass to replace 


broken school windows and a new car for the superintendent 
were not granted when board members failed to make a 
motion to the requests. Board members wanted to wait before 
approving the latter two requests until after committee hear- 
ings on the new budget are completed. 


Report on Erviti delayed 


An expected report from Board Pres. Gerald Smiley on his 


talks with district principals concerning their dispute with 
Erviti was not given Monday night as expected. 


Smiley explained that other committments have delayed his 


preparation of the report to the board, but he promised to 
have it complete by the next board meeting, scheduled for 
May 20. 


The board asked Smiley to talk with principals in an effort 


to settle the controversey which came into public view when 
the Herald revealed the principals had sent a list of five 
"concerns" dealing with personal and educational issues. 


Netv committee appointments 


Smiley made several appointments to board committees 


Monday. Avis Wold and Emil Bahnmaier were named to the 
board's Intergovernmental Committee. Smiley immediately 
gave the committee its first task — setting up public hearings 
in conjunction with the Elk Grove Park District, to get fur- 
ther citizen input on a contract between the two agencies 
which gives the park district control of the district's schools 
in Elk Grove Village after school hours and on weekends. 


Bahnmaier also was appointed to head the board's policy 


committee. 


Judy Zanca was named to chair the board's new personnel 


committee. Mrs. Wold and Paul Kucharski were named as 
members of the committee which was assigned the task of 
developing a procedure for evaluating the district superin- 
tendent and board attorney. 


Insurance liability changed 


The board approved a change in the district's liability in- 


surance coverage to come into line with high settlements 
being awarded by courts.

Kindergarten entry age study weighed 


A study on allowing children to enter 


kindergarten on their fifth birthday, 
which has been submitted to the Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 Board of 
Education, says such a program is fea- 
sible and could be initiated in the district 
as early as next fall. 


The board has decided not to start the 


program next year, since teachers will 
already be implementing new math and 
social studies programs. A decision on 
whether an early entrance program will 
be adopted at all is expected to come 
from the board in one or two months. 


The board requested the study as part 


of its goals for the present school 
year. The district presently allows chil- 
dren five years old on or 'before Dec. 1 to 
enter kindergarten. Those born after that 
date enter the following school year. 


WHILE THE STUDY admits it is fea- 


sible to allow children to enter kinder- 
garten on their fifth 'birthday, it also 
points out a host of changes which would 
be necessary if such a program is in- 
stituted. 


Questions raised in the report include 


the effects of the changed policy upon 
the kindergarten curriculum, teaching 
methods and the promotional policy in the 
school, the effect on educational curricu- 


lum in higher grades and higher costs 
due to the need for added teachers and 
space. 


Expert views on when children should 


start school differ greatly, according to 
the report. One group calls for delaying 
entrance until eight or nine, while anoth- 
er would have four-year-olds in school 
for a few hours with the third group call- 
ing for day-care centers for children 
whose parents are away at work all day. 


In view of the rising number of par- 
ents who work, Dist. 59 can expect many 
parents to support earlier school and a 
longer school day, according to the 
study. 


THE REPORT CONTINUES that kin- 


dergarten curriculum and teaching are 
now geared to accepting students at one 
time and moving through a set of experi- 
ences together. With children coming in 
at different times, 'there would be a num-

Overpayment still must be repaid 
Township blames U. S. for revenue snafu 


Elk Grove Township officials have 


found a statement from the Office of 
Revenue Sharing, indicating it is the fed- 
eral agency's mistake that caused an 
overpayment of $99,000 of revenue shar- 
ing funds to the township. 


Supervisor Richard Hall Wednesday 


produced a document sent to Elk Grove 
Township in the spring of 1973 showing 
the Office of Revenue Sharing had re- 
ceived corrected tax figures and would 
base revenue sharing on those figures. 


Former Township Supervisor William 


Rohlwing filled out original revenue- 
sharing forms in December, 1972, with 
an incorrect tax figure of $557,432. 


The tax figure is an essential part of a 


formula used to figure the amount of fed- 


eral funds which will be allocated to a 
government body. 


According to Hall,' township officials 


decided an accountant should review the 
figures and had Donald Roth, CPA, redo 
the forms. A corrected copy, listing a tax 
base of $359,411 was sent to the Office of 
Revenue Sharing four months later in 
March of 1973. 


ABOUT TWO MONTHS later, Hall 


said, the notice was sent to the township 
from the federal office stating they 
would use the "adjusted taxes" in fig- 
uring the revenue sharing allotment. 


Hall announced at the township meet- 


ing Monday that it would have to repay 
$99,000 in federal funds. In addition, he 
said, the township would receive only 
$86,018 in revenue sharing for the 1974- 


1975 entitlement period. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing has de- 


termined that the township should re- 
ceive $172,037 during this period. Instead 
of sending the full amount, $86,017 was 
deducted as reimbursement for the over-. 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,992 to make up the remainder. 


Although Alan Shepard, area coordina- 


tor of the Office of Revenue Sharing, 
said the mistake was the fault of the 
township, Hall said "We have the proof 
that they received our corrected figures. 
We made a mistake originally, but we 
corrected it. The only information we got 
from the federal government was that 
they had received our corrected fig- 
ures."

that held more than 270 signatures. 


The petition stated, "We residents op- 


pose any zoning change on Arlington 
Heights Road that would permit a funer- 
al home." It is signed by an Arlington 
Heights resident and Elk Grove Village 
residents from all parts of the village, 
not just those near the funeral home site. 


HOGAN HAD ALSO voiced objections 


to the funeral home during a public hear- 
ing where the Plan Commission heard 
Mr. and Mrs. Tony Maioriello's petition 
to allow construction of a funeral home. 


Hogan said his objections to a funeral 


home on Arlington Heights Road were 
that It would create a traffic problem 
spot zoning and open a residential area 
to commercial development. 


He said he wanted the petition he 


brought to the board to be considered 
when it deliberated on the request The 
village board did not discuss the funeral 
home request at its meeting and has not 
received a recommendation from the 
Plan Commission after its May 2 public 
hearing. 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek told Ho- 


gan the board would accept his com- 
ments and petition, but hold its comment 
until after the commission's recommen- 
dations were received. 


Maioriello, asked the board what his 


recourse to the opposing petition should 
be. "Could I assume the village's 24,000 
other residents who didn't sign this pe- 
tition are in favor of my plan?" he ask- 
ed.

school tax 
will drop

An anticipated tax rate drop for Dist. 


59 next year, coupled with anticipated 
state monies earmarked for tax relief 
may mean homeowners in the Elk Grove 
Township Elementary school district will 
be paying about 2.5 per cent less in taxes 
to support the district next year. 


The tax drop would mean a savings of 


about $8.40 to the owner of a $40,000 
home. 


The district's claim of $149,412 to the 


Capital Assistance Board has been ac- 
cepted, according to Supt. James Erviti. 
"If and when the money is received, the 
entire amount will go to the County 
Treasurer's office and will be used to re- 
duce the tax rate in the Dist. 59 bond and 
interest fund," said Erviti. 


Erviti said the money should mean a 


tax rate drop of at least three cents per 
$100 assessed valuation in the rate pro- 
jected in the 1974-75 preliminary budget,, 
for the school district of 48 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


THE BOND AND interest fund rate for 


the 1973-74 budget is estimated at 51 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, de- 
pending on the 1973 Elk Grove Township 
assessed valuation which won't be known 
for at least a month. 


The 3-cent drop in next year's proposed 


budget from this year's budget, coupled 
with the state money, expected to mean 
an additional 3-cent rate drop, would put 
next year's bond and interest fund rate 
at 45 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


According to Erviti, the money from 


the state earmarked for tax relief is to 
be generated from the sale of bonds. The 
superintendent 'added that at the present 
time, the state may be in a position of 
offering bonds on a bad market, which 
may result in either a delay in or a pro 
rating of funds. 


Even though Dist. 59 will be spending 


the same, if not more, next year com- 
pared to this year, the 3-cent tax drop in 
the district's bond and interest fund in 
the 1974-75 proposed budget is due to the 
fact that there will be a larger tax base 
or more people carrying the tax load next 
year.

Kindergarten entry age study weighed 


A study on allowing children to enter 


kindergarten on their fifth 
birthday, 


which has been submitted to the Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 Board of 
Education, says such a program is fea- 
sible and could be initiated in the district 
as early as next fall. 


The board has decided not to start the 


program next year, since teachers will 
already be implementing new math and 
social studies programs. A decision on 
whether an early entrance program will 
be adopted at all is expected to come 
from the board in one or two months. 


The board requested the study as part 


of its goals for the present school 
year. The district presently allows chil- 
dren five years old on or before Dec. 1 to 
enter kindergarten. Those born after that 
date enter the following school year. 


WHILE THE STUDY admits it is fea- 


sible to allow children to enter kinder- 
garten on their fifth birthday, it also 
points out a host of changes which would 
be necessary if such a program is in- 
stituted. 


Questions raised in the report include 


the effects of the changed policy upon 
the kindergarten curriculum, teaching 
methods and the promotional policy in the 
school, the effect on educational curricu- 
lum in higher grades and higher costs 
due to the need for added teachers and 
space. 


Expert views on when children should 


start school differ greatly, according to 
tiie report. One group calls for delaying 
entrance until eight or nine, while anoth- 
er would have four-year-olds in school 
for a few hours with the third group call- 


ing for day-care centers for children 
whose parents are away at work all day. 


In view of the rising number of par- 


ents who work, Dist. 59 can expect many 
parents to support earlier school and a 
longer school day, according to the 
study. 


THE REPORT CONTINUES that kin- 


dergarten curriculum and teaching are 
now geared to accepting students at one 
time and moving through a set of experi- 
ences together With children coming in 
at different times, there would be a num- 
ber of novices and old hands on every 
topic, according to the study.'

SEVERAL OF THE counselors and 


youth workers will work at The Bridge in 
addition to their township work in return 
for The Bridge consultation and other 
help. 


When the RYSB was formed it cited as 


its objective to provide the best delivery 
of services to youth in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


The Hotline telephone service operated 


out of The Bridge is used by several 
townships on a contract and shared time 
basis. Since its inception, the hotline has 
functioned as a regional service. Early 
agreements with cooperating townships 
encouraged use throughout the four-town- 


ship area with staff from Palatine and 
other communities supporting the service 
by contributing time. 


The RYSB board said there is no prac- 


tical way to limit incoming help calls to 
The Bridge to a specific community, an- 
other reason for regionalization of the 
hotline service. 


THE RYSB BOARD will be composed 


of three representatives from each town- 
ship, one being the youth director of each 
tonwship. 


The hotline director will also function 


as the part time administrator for the 
RYSB. 


Although plans call for the RYSB to 


operate out of The Bridge facility, ex- 
pansion needs will be discussed in the 
near future in addition to the possibility 
of adding a youth employment service 
and drug treatment service program.

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Dist. 59 wrapup 
Acoustical work 
at Friendship OKd 


The Elk Grove Township elementary school board has ap- 


proved a proposal to correct acoustical problems at new 
Friendship Junior High in Des Plaines while planning to keep 
an eye on possible sound problems at other district schools. 


The board approved the hiring of the sound engineering 


firm of Bolt, Beranek and Newman Inc. to draw up specifica- 
tions, assist with the evaluation of bids and supervise the 
installation of acoustic treatment at the school. 


A four-phase plan has been recommended to correct the 


problem. The first step would be the installation of "white 
sound" or background noise in class areas through the 
school's speaker system. 


The school operates somewhat on the open concept, with 


four classes occupying each "pod" area. 


The school, which was designed quiet to keep out outside 


noise such as landing aircraft at nearby O'Hare Airport, is so 
quiet that class noise is more noticeable. 


Phase II of the plan calls for the installation of more sound 


absorptive ceiling panels in one large group area, after which 
an evaluation of the success would take place. 


If the new ceiling panels do not solve the problem, step 


three calls for acoustical treatment and /or modification of 
wall surfaces in the area. 


The fourth phase of the plan calls for implementing the 


corrective measures in other areas of the academic section of 
the school. 


September of this year has been set as the target date for 


the installation of the white sound. 


Supt. James Erviti warned the board that some other 


schools in the district have "as bad, if not worse acoustical 
problems." Erviti cited Juliette Low School in Arlington 
Heights, another open school, as being particularly noisy. The 
board took the superintendent's comments under advisement. 


Schools can borrow more 


The board approved an administration request to issue tax 


warrants up to the maximum level of 75 per cent. 


The tax warrants allow schools to borrow up to 75 per cent 


of their anticipated revenue to meet current expenses. The 
board had earlier approved a borrowing level maximum of 65 
per cent. 


Supt. James Erviti said it was expected all along that build- 


ing fund needs for the current year would exceed the 65 per 
cent level and now it appears that the educational fund will 
surpass that level slightly. 


Two bid requests OKd

The board approved two requests to bid Monday while two 


others died for a lack of motion. The administration was 
granted approval to seek bids for $20,000 worth of carpeting 
for Devonshire. Einstein, Rupley and Hopkins schools under 
the 1973-74 building fund budget. Also approved was a request 
to bid for about $17,000 worth of maintenance uniforms and 
mops out of the 1974-75 budget. 


Requests to bid for $8.000 worth of plexiglass to replace 


broken school windows and a new car for the superintendent 
were not granted when board members failed to make a 
motion to the requests. Board members wanted to wait before 
approving the latter two requests until after committee hear- 
ings on the new budget are completed. 


Report on Erviti delayed 


An expected report from Board Pres. Gerald Smiley on his 


talks with district principals concerning their dispute with 
Erviti was not given Monday night as expected. 


Smiley explained that other committments have delayed his 


preparation of the report to the board, but he promised to 
have it complete by the next board meeting, scheduled for 
May 20. 


The board asked Smiley to talk with principals in an effort' 


to settle the controversey which came into public view when 
the Herald revealed the principals had sent a list of five 
"concerns" dealing with personal and educational issues. 


New committee appointments 


Smiley made several appointments to board committees 


Monday. Avis Wold and Emil Bahnmaier were named to the 
board's Intergovernmental Committee. Smiley immediately 
gave the committee its first task — setting up public hearings 
in conjunction with the Elk Grove Park District, to get fur- 
ther citizen input on a contract between the two agencies 
which gives the park district control of the district's schools 
in Elk Grove Village after school hours and on weekends. 


Bahnmaier also was appointed to head the board's policy 


committee. 


Judy Zanca was named to chair the board's new personnel 


committee. Mrs. Wold and Paul Kucharski were named as 
members of the committee which was assigned the task of 
developing a procedure for evaluating the district superin- 
tendent and board attorney.

out Arlington Heights' financially failing 
commuter bus lines, the president of 
Metron Systems Corp., Claude Luisada, 
indicated yesterday. 


Luisada said he has received hundreds 


of calls about dial-a-bus, but because of 
the company's financial plight, he has 
been unable to start the door-to-door bus 
service. 


Without an operating subsidy, bus ser- 


vice in Arlington Heights will end May 
31, he says. 


"This is a perfect opportunity for citi- 


zens, who feel that local public trans- 
portation is important enough that their 
tax money should be spent on it, to ex- 
press their feeling at village hall," Luis- 
ada said yesterday. 


A DEFINITE INDICATION from the 


residents could lead village officials to 
approve at least a short-term subsidy, 
Luisada hopes, despite a recommenda- 
tion from Village Mgr. L, A. Hanson that 
the service be discontinued. 


If the village board approves a subsidy 


for Metron, it has been suggested that a 
fourth commuter route, dial-a-bus and 
shuttle service to Randhurst and Wood- 


field be added to the company's oper- 
ation. 


A special village task force has con- 


cluded that it would cost between $60,900 
and $84,000 in subsidy money to keep 
M e t r o n operating, 
with dial-a-bus, 


through the end of the year. 


AN EMERGENCY STATE subsidy of 


$17,000 reportedly has been approved for 
Metron. The grant is part of a much 
larger state aid package intended to tide 
transit companies over until the regional 
transportation 
authority takes 
effect. 


However, the money has been delayed 
for several months. 


In Springfield, State Rep. Eugenia 


Capman, 
(D-Arlington Heights), said 


yesterday she has been working all week 
to get the $17,000 state subsidy into Luis- 
ada's hands. 


Mrs. 
Chapman said she personally 


hopes a local subsidy will be approved to 
keep Metron alive until the effect of the 
RTA is known. 


"I would hope that our very responsive 


local government would find a way to 
keep this thing going until RTA takes ef- 
fect and hopefully picks up the slack," 
Mrs. Chapman said. 


"I think it is important that we have 


bus service in Arlington Heights, not just 
for old people who might have decided 
it's time to give up the automobile, and 
not just for young people who can't 
drive. But I think all of us deserve the 
option of having public transportation," 
she said. 


LUISADA HAS SAID he does not know 


how, if at all, RTA would help Metron 


other than from informal assurances 
from state officials that the company 
would qualify for operating subsidies. 


As for the $17,000 emergency subsidy, 


Luisada says that will keep the company 
rolling only to the end of the month. Two 
payrolls, a number of back bills, and a

the health department. 


NEGOTIATIONS between village and 


Ferndale Heights officials for the pur- 
chase of a large section of the utility 
company serving the three subdivisions 
have been under way for several months. 


In annexation discussions with home- 


owners, village officials have pointed to 
the village's lower water and sewer rates 
as a way to -offset the 94 cents per $100 
equalized assessed valuation difference 
between taxes in the village and in unin- 
corporated areas.

1200,000 federal grant 
Library building funding expected 


More than $200,000 in federal money is 


expected to be granted for construction 
of the Palatine Public Library. 


The money will enable the library 


board to build and furnish a separate 
children's reading area in the lower 
floor of the building. Without the grant, 
library board members were prepared to 
leave one fourth of the new building inte- 
rior unfinished, until more funds became 
available. 


The grant is substantially higher than 


library officials had expected. Detailed 
applications for the grant were sub- 
mitted in February. Official announce- 
ment of the funding is expected some- 
time next week. 


BIDS FQB constructing the library, at 


Benton Street and Northwest Highway, 
came in $126,000 below budget last week. 


'' The surplus may be applied toward the 
children's section or additional features 
at the library. 


Palatine voters approved a $1.3 million 


referendum for the new library in No- 


vember.. Construction of the two-story fa- 
cility will begin early this summer, with 
completion in approximately one year. 


At the time of the referendum, library 


officials were skeptical of receiving any 
federal funding. A year-long freeze on 
distribution of Title II federal grants was 
lifted shortly before the Palatine Library 
board applied. 


The new building will replace the exist- 


ing library, which has been in a remodel- 
ed brick home at 149 N. Brockway Street 
since 1958. 


the higher assessed valuation and from a 
slight increase in' the park district tax 
levy. 


THE DISTRICT'S TAX levy rate, cur- 


rently about 22 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, is expected to climb to about 
25 cents or'26 cents, DeVos said. The 
higher rate is expected'to be levied so 
that payment on a 1972 bond package of 
$80,000 can begin. 


A 4 cent increase in the levy would 


mean an increase of about $4 in park 
district taxes on a home assessed at

THE EXCESS COST is funded through

DeVos said the district may also use 


some money from the district budget to 
purchase playground equipment for the 
district's three parks. Depending on the 
amount of tax revenue which the district 
will collect, DeVos said from $8,000 to 
$15,000 may be used for equipment pur- 
chases. 


Some $92,OflO in improvement work, in- 


cluding the addition of tennis courts for 
all three parks, is currently underway 
and expected to be completed by June. 


Future development in the district is 


being aimed at the Rossiter Lake area 
near 111. Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway, 
DeVos said. The site is to be turned over 
to the district upon completion of the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed project. 


"We feel that is where our future is," 


DeVos said of the area. He said the dis- 
trict has considered building a swimming 
pool and developing water recreation 
near the site. Officials from School Dist. 
15 have also discussed with the park dis- 
trict the possibility of working together 
to provide a nature preserve at the site to 
offer outdoor education courses. 


DeVos has said a referendum might be 


needed to provide for the development, 
but Grealish said the plans are at least 
four years away.

The North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 


trict (NORTRAN) has sought federal ap- 
proval to buy out the ailing Des Plaines 
firm, which provides school bus trans- 
portation for the township's four school 
districts.

ating deficit," DiJohn said. NORTRAN 
members are mostly north suburban 
communities.

classification of a 2Vj-acre parcel on 
West Frontage Road north of the Creek- 
side subdivision was unanimously denied 
Wednesday night by a five-member spe- 
cial Rolling Meadows zoning commis- 
sion.

Ridge belong to the district, which is 
made up of North Shore communities, lo- 
cal bus routes transporting students to 
Dlst. 62 and Dist. 207 schools would prob- 
ably have to be ended if the two cities do 
not join the transit district. 


UNITED MOTOR Coach's contract to 


transport students in Park Ridge Dist. 64 
would also be in jeopardy because of a 


federal rule prohibiting NORTRAN from 
providing school or charter service by 
contract. 


Area school and transportation officials 


will meet Saturday to learn the effect on 
school bus service if the proposed pur- 
chase of United Motor Coach receives 
federal approval. 


Joseph DiJohn, NORTRAN executive 


director, said future operation of the 
buses for Dist. 207 and Dist. 62 would 
depend on the willingness of Des Plaines 
and Park Ridge to either join the district 
or offer financial support for the bus ser- 
vice. 


"We are not trying to go around with a 


hatchet over anyone's head, but if these 
communities do not join it is doubtful the 
district would continue to operate the 
routes with other towns such as Kenil- 
worth or Winnetka making up the oper- 
ating deficit," DiJohn said. NORTRAN 
members are mostly north suburban 
communities. 


Des Plaines and Park Ridge officials 


met with officials of NORTRAN before 
the March 19 RTA referendum, but no 
decision was reached on either town join- 
ing the district. 


THE MEETING Saturday of the NOR- 


TRAN officials will be held at the Dist. 
64 administrative offices in Park Ridge. 
Officials from Des Plaines and Park 
Ridge also are expected to take part in 
the discussion. 


Dist. 207 Supt. Richard Short said, 


"The purpose of the meeting is how the 
change in ownership will change school 
transportation." 


Dist. 62 officials contended that they 


had no knowledge of the pending sate 
and declined to elaborate on the details 
of Saturday's meeting. 


Officials from UMC and NORTRAN 


will attend the meeting, "but what they 
say when they get here, I haven't the 
slightest idea," Short said.

Supervisor Richard Hall Wednesday 


produced a document sent to Elk Grove 
Township in the spring of 1973 showing 
the Office of Revenue Sharing had re- 
ceived corrected tax figures and would 
base revenue sharing on those figures 


Former Township Supervisor William 


Ronltting filled out original revenue- 
sharing forms in December, 1972, with 
an incorrect tax figure of $557,432 


The tax figure is an essential part of a 


formula used to figure the amount of fed- 
eral funds which wilt be allocated to a 
government body 


According to Hall township officials 


decided an accountant should review the 
figures and had Donald Roth, CPA, redo 
the forms A corrected copy, listing a tax 
base of $359 411 was sent to the Office of 
Revenue Sharing four months later in 
March of W3 


ABOUT TWO M01STHS later, Hall 


said, the notice was sent to the township 
from the federal office stating they 
would use the "adjusted taxes" in fig- 
uring the revenue sharing allotment. 


Hall announced at the township meet- 


ing Monday that it would have to repay

"I can assure this committee that nei- 


ther I or Dr. Lashof had any intention of 
interfering with or speeding up any hos- 
pital applications," Lepper said. 


HE ADDED THAT he had no role in 


RPSL site selection for the Schaumburg 
facility.

Mittvick's case has been continued in 


order to allow time for him to obtain an 
attorney, said Assistant Cook County 
State's Atty. Joseph Farmer. 


Mittvick, along with J. C. Smith, 


Schaumburg public works director, Ro- 
gers Eiermann, a Schaumburg park dis- 
trict employe, and 22 other suburban offi- 
cials from 
14 communities were in- 


dicated March 22 by a county grand jur- 
ty. 


The grand jury charged the officials 


took payoffs from United Laboratories, 
Addison. in return for purchases of paint, 
chemicals and other supplies purchased 
by their governmental agencies. 


Both Smith and Eiermann pleaded in- 


nocent to charges last month but Mitt- 
vick's arraignment was postponed be- 
cause he was recuperating from recent 
surgery.

Intensive safety program 
offered by firemen, police

Two Schaumburg brothers were play- 


ing floor hockey in the family garage 
with regular hockey sticks. In a freak 
accident, a stick became embedded near 
one of the boys' eye. 


Today, that boy can see, and fire au- 


thorities credit the saving of his eyesight 
to the quick, calm reaction by his broth- 
er. The brother had taken the Schaum- 
burg Fire Department's safety program 
and knew what to do. 


For the next three Mondays, the fire 


and police departments will be offering 
the same intensive program for adults in 
the community. In the sessions starting 
at 7 p.m. May 13, 20 and 27 at the .Great 
Hall, persons will be instructed on how to 
act in medical and police emergencies. 
All residents are welcome. For informa- 
tion call the fire station at 882-2910. 


Firefighter Art Stoike is the instructor. 


He noted he would rather place his life in 
an emergency situation to children who 
passed the department's babysitter pro- 
gram than to most adults because the 
youngsters would know how to handle the 
situation. 


STOIKE SAID a mother was so exicted 


when her child was cut several places on 
the head from broken glass from an 
aquarium that she covered up one cut, 
but neglected the other three major 
slashes. 


He emphasized the program Is not 


geared for children because persons can- 
not be "children" when it comes to an 
emergency. He noted he is not interested 
in teaching a person how to care for a 
split fingernail, but how to handle an 
emergency situation that might possibly 
save someone's life; 


Technicalities of the medical and fire 


professions are not stressed in the pro- 
gram, Stoike said, but rather the funda- 
mentals on how to calmly act in a given 
situation. 


Monday night, Stoike instructed resi- 


dents on fire emergencies. He explained 
citizens always think fires will be at "the 
other guy's house" because animals have 
always been afraid of fire and man as a 
thinking animal tends to put it at the 
back of his mind. 


THE KEY THING to do when one 


smells smoke in the house is to crouch 
low or crawl, Stoike said. The major 
cause of death or injury in a fire is from 
smoke inhalation, and smoke and heat 
always rise, he added. 


When investigating if there is a fire, do 


not open doors without feeling to see if 
the upper part of the door is hot, he said. 
If it is hot, do not open it because hot 
gases and flames could come through the 
opening, the firefighter said. The door is 
perhaps one of the best tools in pre- 
venting flames from spreading through- 
out the house, he said, because a closed 
door can contain the size of the fire by 


limiting oxygen and heat conduction. 


Stoike said a recent fire in Schaum- 


burg illustrated the importance of keep- 
ing the door closed. A man awakened to 
a fire, opened his bedroom door, saw the 
fire, immediately closed it and exited out 
the window. Stoike noted the areas ex- 
posed when the door was open were mel- 
ted and burnt, but that the door had suc- 
cessfully kept the flames from the bed- 
room. 


IF THERE is no exit from a door and 


the bedroom window is on the second 
floor, do not jump, Stoike said. The best 
method is to open the window to get 
some air and yell "fire" to awaken 
neighbors and have them summon fire- 
fighters for rescue. 


He added that it is a good idea to plan 


escape routes now before a fire should 
strike. In the case of a fire, the impor- 
tance is to get everyone out of the house 
and not put it out. In cases of clothing 
fires, a person should try to extinguish 
the flames because it may be too late by 
the time firemen arrive on the scene. 
Stoike explained certain type of fabrics 
are easier to ignite than others — sheer 
materials or loosely woven synthetics. 


He noted women should avoid wearing 


frilly things while cooking and keep flour 
stored in other places than above the 
stove. He warned of smoking in bed, 
leaving flammable liquids in uncovered 
containers, unchecked furnaces or over- 
loaded electrical circuits.

He was convicted by a 
federal jury before McGarr April 4. 


The hearing is in response to a motion 


filed by Peskin's attorney, Thomas P. 
Sullivan, 
Monday morning, charging 


First Assistant U.S. Atty. Joel Flaum 
told Peskin he was being indicted be- 
cause he was "too important politically 
to let go." 


U.S. Atty. James Thompson's office de- 


nied the charge vehemently, revealing 
for the first time its allegation Peskin 
had tried to bargain for dismissal of all 
but one tax evasion charge in return for 
testimony against a county official. 


IN AN ANSWER to Sullivan's motion 


filed late Monday afternoon, Thompson's 
office said Peskin sought a meeting Oct. 
18, 1973, with federal prosecutors, and 
suggested at that meeting he be allowed 
to plead guilty to a "tax count only" in 
order to save his license to practice law. 
In exchange, he volunteered to provide 
information making possible prosecution 
of a county official for accepting two 
bribes to lower property tax assess- 
ments, prosecutors said. 


Thompson's office said it rejected the 


offer because Peskin was so deeply in- 
volved in the Hoffman Estates zoning 
bribery scandal. Peskin was convicted of 
passing $35,000 from Kaufman and Broad 
Inc., to former village Mayor Roy L. 
Jenkins to obtain speedy action on zoning 
for K&B's Harrington Square devel- 
opment. Jenkins pleaded guilty to ac- 
cepting the bribes and sharing the money 
with four ex-village trustees and a for- 
mer member of the village planning and 
zoning commission, who also was the 
first mayor of Hoffman Estates. All the 
former village officials were sentenced 
to prison terms for bribery and tax eva- 
sion.

Homeowners' 
school tax 
will drop 


by BOB GALLAS 


An anticipated tax rate drop for Dist. 


39 next year, coupled with anticipated 
state monies earmarked for tax relief 
may mean homeowners in the Elk Grove 
Township Elementary school district will 
be paying about 2.5 per cent less in taxes 
to support the district next year. 


The tax drop would mean a savings of 


about $8.40 to the owner of a $40,000 
home. 


The district's claim of $149,412 to the 


Capital Assistance Board has been ac- 
cepted, according to Supt. James Erviti. 
"If and when the money is received, the 
entire amount will go to the County 
Treasurer's office and will be used to re- 
duce the tax rate in the Oist. 59 bond and 
interest fund," said Erviti. 


Erviti said the money should mean a 


tax rate drop of at least three cents per 
$100 assessed valuation in the rate pro- 
jected in the 1974-75 preliminary budget 
for the school district of 48 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


THE BOND AND interest fund rate for 


the 1973-74 budget is estimated at 51 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, de- 
pending on the 1973 Elk Grove Township 
assessed valuation which won't be known 
for at least a month. 


The 3-cent drop in next year's proposed 


budget from this year's budget, coupled 
with the state money, expected to mean 
an additional 3-cent rate drop, would put 
next year's bond and interest fund rate 
at 45 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


According to Erviti. the money from 


the state earmarked for tax relief is to 
be generated from the sale of bonds. The 
superintendent 'added that at the present 
time, the state may be in a position of 
offering bonds on a bad market, which 
may result in either a delay in or a pro 
rating of funds. 


Even though Dist. 59 will be spending 


the same, if not more, next year com- 
pared to this year, the 3-cent tax drop in 
the district's bond and interest fund in 
the 1974-75 proposed budget is due to the 
fact that there will be a larger tax base 
or more people carrying the tax load next 
year.

The $625,000 offer by "the village, ap- 


proved Tuesday by the village board, is 
considerably under the $675,000 appraisal 
of the property obtained 'by the village. 


Magnus said that any offer would have 


to be "checked with other people." He 
said he could not make the decision 
alone. He added though that he and the 
other owners, including his estranged 
wife, want to "cooperate with the village 
in every way possible."

School staffing plans under study 


Staffing plans for the 1974-75 school 


year in Dist. 26 will not be finalized until 
the school board's next regular meeting 
May 21 as a result of board discussion 
Tuesday. 


A round-robin airing of views on plans 


for split classes at Feehanville and Park 
View schools ended with the board ask- 
ing the administration to review and pos- 
sibly rework plans for classroom ar- 
rangements next year. 


Board and parent consensus at the 


meeting was directed against plans for 
split classes, which would combine stu- 
dents from two grades in one room under 
one teacher working at their own grade 
level. 


Tentative staffing plans presented to1 


the board Tuesday call for a split second- 
third grade class at Feehanville next 
year and split third-fourth and fifth-sixth 
grade classes at Park View. 


Administrators said the split classes1 


were justified because enrollment projec- 
tions show not enough students exist in 
each of these grade levels at these 
schools to warrant additional single 
classes at each level. 


ALTHOUGH THE exact plans were not 


available to the public, the board did 
state enrollment projections, number of 


teachers and teacher-pupil ratios for 
each school. 


Bond School is expected to have an en- 


rollment of 317 with 11 teachers and four 
teacher aides and a pupil-teacher ratio of 
24.6 to 1; Euclid School is expected to 
have 489 students, 19% teachers and a 
rotio of 23.3 to 1; Feehanville is proj- 
ected at' 340 students, 14 tecahers and'a 
ratio of 22.7 to 1; Indian Grove is proj- 
ected at 475, 17% teachers and 25 to l; 
Park View is projected at 407, 16 teach- 
ers and 22.6 to 1. 


Board member Leora Rosen asked the 


administration if the 'primary concern is 
recommending split classes was to con- 
serve money or space at the schools. 
Asst. Supt. James .Retzlaff, who has been 
handling staffing, said the initial consid- 
eration was money. 


Mrs. Rosen said she would rather the 


administration pursue a plan for single 
classes and also suggested that fifth and 
sixth grades are not a good place to have 


board should not be afraid to spend mon- 
ey if it means providing'more acceptable 
plans, such as single grade classes. 


PARENTS AT THE meeting all in- 


dicated their desire to eliminate split- 
classes. One parent from Park View, for 
example, said she would rather not see 
the addition of a music room at the 
shcool if combining fifth and sixth gra- 
ders is the only means for making an 
extra room 'available. 


Parents also said they were not 


pleased with the results of split classes 
that have existed this year and did not

ing plan with less split classes requiring 
more teachers, the district should have 
no problem hiring teachers, Supt. John 
Fridlund told the board. 


Alternate plans prepared

Board member William Haase said the 


board should not only be concerned with 
saving money as a rationale for split- 
classes. Haase pointed out that pay in- 
creases have been granted to teachers

SEVERAL OF THE counselors and 


youth workers will work at The Bridge in 
addition to their township work in return 
for The Bridge consultation and other 
help. 


When the RYSB was formed it cited as 


its objective to provide the. best delivery. 


of services to youth in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


The Hotline telephone service operated 


out of The Bridge is used by several 
townships on a contract and shared time 
basis. Since its inception, the hotline has 
functioned as a regional service. Early 
agreements with cooperating townships 
encouraged use throughout the four-town- 
ship area with staff from Palatine and 
other communities supporting the service 
by contributing time. 


The RYSB board said there is no prac- 


tical way to limit incoming help calls to 
The Bridge to a specific community, an- 
other reason for regionalization of the 
hotline service. 


THE RYSB BOARD will be composed 


-of three representatives from each town- 
ship, one being the youth director of each 
tonwship. 


The hotline director will also function 


as the part time administrator for the 
RYSB. 


Although plans call for the RYSB to 


operate out of The Bridge facility, ex- 
pansion needs will be discussed in the 
near future in addition to the possibility 
of adding a youth employment service 
and drug treatment service program. 


Three alternate plans have been 


drafted, altering the request by Kenroy 
Inc., to build 4,500 apartment and con- 
dominium units on the Rob Roy Golf 
Course. 


One of the'plans represents a "slight 


modification" of the Skokie firm's origi- 
nal request, and the other two are "sub- 
stantial changes," according to William

Dillon told the Mount Prospect Village 


Board Tuesday night that Kenroy will 
select one of the three plans Friday after 
meeting with the McDonald family, 
which owns the'ISO-acre golf course and 
adjoining 20-acre driving range. 


Whichever plan is tabbed will be pre- 


sented to the village board next Tuesday 
night in a special meeting devoted to the 
Rob Roy issue. The meeting is scheduled 
to begin at 8 p.m. in the village hall, 112 
E. Northwest Hwy. 


IF THE PLAN selected only changes 


Kenroy's original request in minor ways, 
it likely will be heard exclusively by the 
village board. If, however, the plan is 
considered extremely different from the 
original, it may be sent to the zoning 
board of appeals for a hearing, prior to 
coming to the village board. 


The zoning board March 7 rejected, 4 


to 2, Kenroy's request to annex the huge 
parcel and to rezone it for 4,500 units in a 
pyramiding series of buildings as high as 
12 stories. 


The village board has yet to act on the 


request, but individual trustees have in- 
dicated there is "no way" that plan 
would be approved. They have hinted, 
however, they may be amendable to an 
alternate plan, particularly if it reduces 
the density and permits more open space 


around the perimeter of the golf course. 


Kenroy officials have made clear they 


are willing to compromise in order to 
build in the village, but also have stated 
they would attempt to obtain rezoning in 
Cook County if the effort to annex to 
Mount Prospect fails. 


Prospect Hts. 
June 4 parks 
referendum OKd 


The Prospect Heights Park District, in 


a short special meeting Tuesday, official- 
ly approved the holding of the district's 
June 4 referendum. The $1.1 million ref- 
erendum is to raise funds for the renova- 
tion of Lions Park Pool, the construction 
of a community center/sports complex 
and other improvements of parks in the 
district. 


A petition asking for the referendum 


was received by the park board prior to 
unanimous adoption of the referendum 
resolution. The petition was signed by 
seven residents of the district, which is 
more than the required 2 per cent of the 
votes cast in the last general election. 
Only 99 valid votes were cast' in that 
election.

Village board wrapup 
Village may buy 
Citizens Utilities 


The Mount Prospect Village Board has initiated steps tht 


may lead to village purchase of Citizens Utilities Co. equip- 
ment in the New Town section of the village. 


The board Tuesday night authorized Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Eppley to secure proposals from engineering firms on the 
cost of a study into the Addison firm's local holdings, which 
Include wells, tank reservoirs, and water and sanitary sewer 
distribution systems. Eppley estimated the study would cost 
$10,000, which would come from the village's flood-control 
funds. 


Trustee George B. Anderson opposed the hiring of an out- 


side firm, noting that $120,000 of the $140,000 appropriated to 
the village engineering department in the current budget is 
for personnel. "We have the competence and capability to 
handle the study ourselves," said Anderson, an engineer. He 
was joined by Trustee 0. T, Gustus in opposing the outside 
study. 


Residents of northeast Mount Prospect whose sewer and 


water service is provided by Citizens have often complained 
about the quality and cost of the service. The residents are 
currently fighting a request by Citizens to raise utility rates. 
Some, 2,350 local households are served by Citizens. 


Restrictions on parking 


Restrictions on parking near the Post Office, 202 E. Ever- 


green Ave., will go into effect to discourage persons attending 
traffic court in the nearby village hall from use of the spaces. 


The following temporary measures have been adopted by 


the village board, subject to completion of an overall police 
department study of parking in downtown Mount Prospect: 
Parking on the north side of Evergreen in front of the post 
office and adjacent to Tower Cleaners Inc. will be banned -to 
permit access to the deposit boxes at the curb; two-hour 
parking spaces on the south side of Evergreen will be 
changed to 30-minute spaces, and street parking on Ever- 
green east of Owen will be limited to two hours. 


The board postponed action on relieving traffic on the north 


side of Prospect Avenue, east of Maple Street, where commu- 
ters frequently park. After the 122 parking spaces being 
added to the commuter lots are available later this month, a 
restriction on street parking will go into effect. 


Prospect Meadows annex set 


Papers are being drawn up to annex the 170-home Prospect 


Meadows subdivision to Mount Prospect. Several residents of 
the area, led by William F. Maisel, president of the home- 
owners association, attended the village board this week, 
where they were told approval of the annexation will prob- 
ably come at the May 21 meeting. Mayor Robert D. Teichert 
said "there should be no reason why we shouldn't vote it in." 
The administration has been directed to prepare a feasibility 
analysis of the subdivision which Eppley indicated will be an 
update of a similar 1972 study. The subdivision is bounded by 
Euclid Avenue on the north, Kensington Road on the south, 
Elmhurst Street on the east and Forest Avenue on the west. 
It's currently in unincorporated Wheeling Township. 


Study developers9 licenses 


A proposed ordinance requiring real estate developers to be 


licensed by the village is to be studied by the judiciary com- 
mittee. The ordinance was suggested by Michael H. Minton, 
1207 W. Lonnquist Blvd. an unsuccessful mayoral candidate 
last year, who indicated it is directed primarily at Kenroy 
Inc., Skokie. The firm is attempting to annex to the village 
and rezone for multi-family use of the Rob Roy Golf Course, 


A related suggestion by Minton that the village convey its 


opposition to the rezoning of the course to neighboring com- 
munities in the event Kenroy seeks rezoning from Cook Coun- 
ty was dismissed by Teichert as "premature." The village 
board is to discuss the Kenroy plan to build 4,500 units on the 
golf course and a revised plan with lower density at a meet- 
ing next Tuesday night. 


Interceptor sewer approved 


The board gave preliminary approval to construction of a 


Metropolitan Sanitary District interceptor sewer along Oak- 
ton Street in Elk Grove Township. Village endorsement is 
necessary because the sewer encroaches on village property. 
The Interceptor is to divert sanitary flow from the Busse 
Hoad sewer directly to the O'Hare Reclamation Plant. Final 
village approval is expected May 21. 


House trailer approved 


The board has agreed to permit the Norman Rud family to 


live in a house trailer in the driveway of their home, 216 
Audrey Ln. The family was given a double blow when the 
house sustained $13,000 damage in a fire last week, then was 
victimized by a burglar, who took $23 in cash and $420 In 
jewelry. 


Approval of the house trailer was required because it viol- 


ates zoning ordinances, The board set a four-month limit on 
the trailer, during which time the house will be repaired. 
"Maybe my luck has changed a little," said Rud.

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Township blames U. S. for revenue snafu 


Elk Grove Township officials have 


found a statement from the Office of 
Revenue Sharing, indicating it is the fed- 
eral agency's mistake that caused an 
overpayment of $99,000 of revenue shar- 
ing funds to the township. 


Supervisor Richard Hall Wednesday 


produced a document sent to Elk Grove 
Township in the spring of 1973 showing 
the Office of Revenue Sharing had re- 
ceived corrected tax figures and would 
base revenue sharing on those figures. 


Former Township Supervisor William 


Rohlwing filled out original revenue- 
sharing forms in December, 1972, with 
an incorrect tax figure of $557,432. 


The tax figure is an essential part of a 


formula used to figure the amount of fed- 
eral funds which will be allocated to a 
government body. 


According to Hall, township officials 


decided an accountant should review the 
figures and had Donald Roth, CPA, redo 
the forms. A corrected copy, listing a tax 
base of $359,411 was sent to the Office of 
Revenue Sharing four months later in 
March of 1973. 


ABOUT TWO MONTHS later, Hall 


said, the notice was sent to the township 
from the federal office stating they 
would use the "adjusted taxes" in fig- 
uring the revenue sharing allotment. 


Hall announced at the township meet- 


ing Monday that it would have to repay 
$99,000 in federal funds 
1. In addition, he 


said, the township would receive only 
$86,018 in revenue sharing for the 1974- 
1975 entitlement period. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing has de- 


termined that the township should re- 
ceive $172,037 during this period. Instead 
of sending the full amount, $86,017 was 


deducted as reimbursement for the over- 
payment and the township was directed 
to send the federal office a check for 
$12,992 to make up the remainder. 


Although Alan Shepard, area coordina- 


tor of the Office of Revenue Sharing, 
said the mistake was the fault of the 
township, Hall said "We have the proof 
that they received our corrected figures. 
We made a mistake originally, but we 
corrected it. The only information we got 
from the federal government was that 
they had received our corrected fig- 
ures."

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Dist. 59 wrapup 
Acoustical work 
at Friendship OKd 


The Elk Grove Township elementary school board has ap- 


proved a proposal to correct acoustical problems at new 
Friendship Junior High in Des Plaines while planning to keep 
an eye on possible sound problems at other district schools. 


The board approved the hiring of the sound engineering 


firm of Bolt, Beranek and Newman Inc. to draw up specifica- 
tions, assist with the evaluation of bids and supervise the 
installation of acoustic treatment at the school. 


A four-phase plan has been recommended to correct the 


problem. The first step would be the installation of "white 
sound" or background noise in class areas through the 
school's speaker system. 


The school operates somewhat on the open concept, with 


four classes occupying each "pod" area. 


The school, which was designed quiet to keep out outside 


noise such as landing aircraft at nearby O'Hare Airport, is so 
quiet that class noise is more noticeable. 


Phase II of the plan calls for the installation of more sound 


absorptive ceiling panels in one large group area, after which 
an evaluation of the success would take place. 


If the new ceiling panels do not solve the problem, step 


three calls for acoustical treatment and /or modification of 
wall surfaces in the area. 


The fourth phase of the plan calls for implementing the 


corrective measures in other areas of the academic section of 
the school. 


September of this year has been set as the target date for 


the installation of the white sound. 


Supt. James Erviti warned the board that some other 


schools in the district have "as bad, if not worse acoustical 
problems." Erviti cited Juliette Low School in Arlington 
Heights, another open school, as being particularly noisy. The 
board took the superintendent's comments under advisement. 


Schools can borrow more 


The board approved an administration request to issue tax 


warrants up to the maximum level of 75 per cent. 


The tax warrants allow schools to borrow up to 75 per cent 


of their anticipated revenue to meet current expenses. The 
board had earlier approved a borrowing level maximum of 65 
per cent. 


Supt. James Erviti said it was expected all along that build- 


ing fund needs for the current year would exceed the 65 per 
cent level and now it appears that the educational fund will 
surpass that level slightly. 


Two bid requests OKd 


The board approved two requests to bid Monday while two 


others died for a lack of motion. The administration was 
granted approval to seek bids for $20,000 worth of carpeting 
for Devonshire, Einstein, Rupley and Hopkins schools under 
the 1073-74 building fund budget. Also approved was a request 
to bid for about $17,000 worth of maintenance uniforms and 
mops out of the 1974-75 budget. 


Requests to bid for $8,000 worth of plexiglass to replace 


broken school windows and a new car for the superintendent 
were not granted when board members failed to make a 
motion to the requests, Board members wanted to wait before 
approving the latter two requests until after committee hear- 
ings on the new budget are completed. 


Report on Erviti delayed 


An expected report from Board Pres. Gerald Smiley on his 


talks with district principals concerning their dispute with 
Erviti was not given Monday night as expected. 


Smiley explained that other committments have delayed his 


preparation of the report to the board, but he promised to 
have it complete by the next board meeting, scheduled for 
May 20. 


The board asked Smiley to talk with principals in an effort 


to settle the controversey which came into public view when 
the Herald revealed the principals had sent a list of five 
"concerns" dealing with personal and educational issues. 


Neiv committee appointments 


Smiley made several appointments to board committees 


Monday. Avis Wold and Emil Bahnmaier were named to the 
board's Intergovernmental Committee. Smiley immediately 
gave the committee its first task — setting up public hearings 
in conjunction with the Elk Grove Park District, to get fur- 
ther citizen input on a contract between the two agencies 
which gives the park district control of the district's schools 
in Elk Grove Village after school hours and on weekends. 


Bahnmaier also was appointed to head the board's policy 


committee. 


Judy Zanca was named to chair the board's new personnel 


committee. Mrs. Wold and Paul Kucharski were named as 
members of the committee which was assigned the task of 
developing a procedure for evaluating the district superin- 
tendent and board attorney. 


Insurance liability changed 


The board approved a change in the district's liability in- 


surance coverage to come into line with high settlements 
being awarded by courts. The district lowered its basic cov- 
erage 
of 
$250,000 / $1,000,000

occurrence 
to 


$100,000/$300,000, but added an "umbrella" policy of $4 mil- 
lion to cover unusually large settlements. 


Kindergarten 
entry age study 
being considered 


A study on allowing children to enter 


kindergarten on their fifth birthday, 
which has been submitted to the Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 Board of 
Education, says such a program is fea- 
sible and could be initiated in the district 
as early as next fall. 


The board has decided not to start the 


program next year, since teachers will 
already be implementing new math and 
social studies programs. A decision on 
whether an early entrance program will 
be adopted at all is expected to come 
from the board in one or two months. 


The board requested the study as part 


of its goals for the present school 
year. The district presently allows chil- 
dren five years old on or before Dec. 1 to 
enter kindergarten. Those born after that 
date enter the following school year. 


WHILE THE STUDY admits it is fea- 


sible to allow children to enter kinder- 
garten on their fifth birthday, it also 
points out a host of changes which would 
be necessary if such a program, is in- 
stituted. 


Questions raised in the report include 


the effects of the changed policy upon 
the kindergarten curriculum, teaching 
methods and the promotional policy in the 
school, the effect on educational curricu- 
lum in higher grades and higher costs 
due to the need for added teachers and 
space. 


Expert views on when children should 


start school differ greatly, according to 
the report. One group calls for delaying 
entrance until eight or nine, while anoth- 
er would have four-year-olds in school 
for a few hours with the third group call- 
ing for day-care centers for children 
whose parents are away at work all day. 


In view of the rising number of par- 


ents who work, Dist. 59 can expect many 
parents to support earlier school and a 
longer school day, according to the 
study. 


THE REPORT CONTINUES that kin- 


dergarten curriculum and teaching are 
now geared to accepting students at one 
time and moving through a set of experi- 
ences together. With children coming in 
at different times, there would be a num- 
ber of novices and old hands on every 
topic, according to the study. 


Teaching methods would shift to get- 


ting the old hands involved in helping the 
novice, a more individualized approach 
along with a more flexible curriculum, 
according to the report. 


The report recommends the program 


be first instituted on a pilot basis at one 
or two schools if the board decides to 
start it. 


The report offers two types of promo- 


tion methods. One would promote chil- 
dren "whenever the time is right until 
eighth grade." Another would have chil- 
dren going on a traditional school year 
by the fourth grade. 


The program would take more teach- 


ers in kindergarten since children com- 
ing to school after Dec. 1 would swell 
kindergarten rolls about 50 per cent. Ad- 
ditional teachers would be needed in 
coming years as the swelling attend- 
ance is passed along to higher grades as 
the children are promoted. 


According to the report, extra class- 


room space now availalbe would mean 
no spane h'oo o' the edd t onn. 
room space now available would mean 
no space problems for the additional chil- 
dren.

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Dial-a-bus plan 
urged to save 
service here 


Dial-a-bus service could help to bail 


out Arlington Heights' financially failing 
commuter bus lines, the president of 
Metron Systems Corp., Claude Luisada, 
indicated yesterday. 


Luisada said he has received hundreds 


of calls about dial-a-bus, but because of 
the company's financial plight, he has 
been unable to start the door-to-door bus 
service. 


Without an operating subsidy, bus ser- 


vice in Arlington Heights will end May 
31. he says. 


"This is a perfect opportunity for citi- 


zens, who feel that local public trans- 
portation is Important enough that their 
tax money should be spent on it, to ex- 
press their feeling at village hall," Luis- 
ada said yesterday. 


A DEFINITE INDICATION from the 


residents could lead village officials to 
approve at least a short-term subsidy, 
Luisada hopes, despite a recommenda- 
tion from Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson that 
the service be discontinued. 


If the village board approves a subsidy 


for Metron, it has been suggested that a 
fourth commuter route, dial-a-bus and 
shuttle service to Randnurst and Wood- 
field be added to the company's oper- 
ation, 


A special village task force has con- 


cluded that it would cost between $60,900 
and 184,000 in subsidy money to keep 
M e t r o n operating, with dial-a-bus, 
through the end of the year. 


AN EMERGENCY STATE subsidy of 


$17,000 reportedly has been approved for 
Metron. The grant is part of a much 
larger state aid package intended to tide 
transit companies over until the regional 
transportation authority takes effect. 
However, the money has bean delayed 
for several months.

Officer suspended without pay 
Hearing on alleged cop theft today 


The Arlington Heights Fire and Police 


Commission will begin public hearings 
today on charges against suspended Ar- 
lington Heights police Sgt. Jack Weber. 


Weber was charged with conduct un- 


becoming a police officer for his alleged 
role In the taking of merchandise from a 
Palatine discount store in March. Weber, 
a 12-year veteran of the department, has 
been suspended from duty without pay 
since the incident. 


Harold Dotts, commission chairman, 


said he expected the hearing to be brief. 
According to his tentative schedule, the 
hearings, which begin at 9 a.m. in the 
municipal building, will be completed by 
noon. He said the commission would next 
meet Saturday morning to announce the 
results of the hearing. 


The charges against Weber were filed 


after the commission met with Police 
Chief L. W. Calderwood in mid-April. At 
that closed meeting, Calderwood pre- 
sented a report on the incident, as pre- 
pared at his direction by the police de- 
partment. 


The charges were the first filed against 


Weber in connection with the alleged in- 
cident. The store did not press criminal 
charges against him, although Weber 
was reportedly taken to the Palatine po- 
lice station by police squad car after the 
incident. 


THE COMMISSION can dismiss Weber 


from the force after the hearing or it can 
return him to duty if it finds the charge 
unfounded. The commission could also 
recommend that his suspension since 
March has been sufficient punishment 
and return him to duty. 


The commission has the authority to 


subpoena witnesses and to take sworn 
testimony.

Swim pool fence 
law under study 


The Village of Arlington Heights is pre- 


paring new fence regulations for above- 
ground swimming pools. 


The ordinance will require that all 


above-ground pools be enclosed by a 
fence, along the perimeter of the pool 
walk areas, or along the perimeter of the 
backyard 


The fence nil! have to be at least five 


feet high, and made of material ap- 
proved by the village building director. 


If the pool has a raised deck or walk 


area at least four feet off the ground, 
then a deck fence three feet high can be 
substituted for the ground fence. 


The intent, according to Arlington 


Heights Building Director Mary Munsen, 
is to help ensure that the pools are safe 
for young children. 


While Arlington Heights still has less 


than 100 built-in swimming pools, accord- 
Ing to village records, the number of 
above-ground pools is growing rapidly, 
Munsen says. 


"Some of these have deck fences that 


are very fine Others you could almost 
walk over," he says. 


Above-ground pools are popular be- 


cause they are at least somewhat por- 
table, less expensive than built-in pools 
and are not assessed as major home 
building improvements.

the forms A corrected copy, listing a tax 
base of $359,411 was sent to the Office of 
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Revenue Sharing four months later in 
March of 1973. 


ABOUT TWO MONTHS later, Hall 


said, the notice was sent to the township 
from the federal office stating they 
would use the "adjusted taxes" in fig- 
uring the revenue sharing allotment. 


Hall announced at the township meet- 


ing Monday that it would have to repay 
$99,000 in federal funds. In addition, he 
said, the township would receive only 
$86,018 in revenue sharing for the 1974- 
1975 entitlement period. 


The Office of Revenue Sharing has de-

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Transit district to buy United busline

An areawide transit district has dis- 


closed plans to purchase United Motor 
Coach Co., a move which may jeopardize 
school bus service in some portions of 
Maine Township. 


The North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 


trict (NORTRAN) has sought federal ap- 
proval to buy out the ailing Des Plaines 
firm, which provides school bus trans- 
portation for the township's four school 
districts. 


Because neither Des Plaines nor Park 


Ridge belong to the district, which is 
made up of No th Shore communities, lo- 
cal bus routes ransporting students to 
Dist. 62 and Disr 207 schools would prob- 
ably have to be tnded if the two cities do 
not join the transit district. 


UNITED MOTOR Coach's contract to 


transport students in Park Ridge Dist. 64 
would also be in jeopardy because of a 
federal rule prohibiting NORTRAN from 
providing school or charter service by 
contract. 


Area school and transportation officials 


will meet Saturday to learn the effect on 
school bus service if the proposed pur- 
chase of United Motor Coach receives 
federal approval. 


Joseph DiJohn, NORTRAN executive 


director, said future operation of the 
buses for Dist. 207 and Dist. 62 would 
depend on the willingness of Des Plaines 
and Park Ridge to either join the district

"We are not trying to go around with a 


hatchet over anyone's head, but if these 
communities do not join it is doubtful the 
district would continue to operate the 
routes with other towns such as Kenil- 
worth or Winnetka making up the oper- 
ating deficit," DiJohn said. NORTRAN 
members are mostly north suburban 
communities. 


Des Plaines and Park Ridge officials 


met with officials of NORTRAN before 
the March 19 RTA referendum, but no 
decision was reached on either town join- 
ing the district.

TRAN officials will be held at the Dist. 
64 administrative offices in Park Ridge.
